New Orleans—The Hub of a New 
Prosperity 


(From the British Consulate General at New Orleans) 


[i RECENT years New Orleans has undergone tremendous expansion, which is hardly surprising 











in view of its geographical position, 110 miles upstream on the Mississippi River. The city serves 
as a gateway to the commerce of the Mississippi Valley, through which most of the goods of that 
region pass on their way to.the markets of the world. 

The area drained by the Mississippi contains 51 per cent. of the nation’s population, earning 
63 per cent. of the total United States farm income and making 48 per cent. of her total retail sales. 
It is an area which supplies 45 per cent. of the country’s minerals. 

New Orleans is the middleman between the producer and the consumer of domestic and foreign 
goods, a clearing house for commerce between the United States, Latin America and the world in 
general. It is the second. largest port in the country in dollar value of foreign commerce, exceeded 
only by New York. , 

New Orleans is rapidly becoming one of the nation’s largest and busiest industrial centres. ‘Today 
there are more than 800 manufacturing plants with approximately 50,000 employees receiving an 
estimated annual payroll approaching $200 million. Several of the manufacturing plants are the largest 
of their type in the world. 

The growth of industry here is reflected in the fact that almost a thousand million dollars of new 
industrial investment has been made in recent years. While all kinds of industry have benefited, 
outstanding progress has taken place in those based on the natural resources of the area, namely 
oil, natural gas, salt, sulphur and water — all essential ingredients of the increasingly important 
petro-chemical industry. The latter is producing in New Orleans over 700 varied products ranging 
from synthetic fibres and rubber to fertilizers, insecticides and pharmaceuticals. 

There are many examples of this new industrial expansion. One is that over $600 million has 
been invested in some 50 new plants for processing petroleum, chemicals, aluminium, pulp and 
paper, and fertilizers. Another is the recent construction on the Mississippi River, near the city, of 
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the Kaiser Aluminum plant at a cost of $200 million. The American 
Cyanide plant was built for $67 million, the Lion Oil Company 
chemical plant for $30 million, the Richardson petrol refinery for 
$19 million and the Delta Chemical Corporation plant for $10 million. 


Industrial growth of this kind naturally depends upon a wide 
economic spread, and among the products manufactured or processed 
in New Orleans are alcohol, aluminium, asbestos, binder twine, 
bricks, burlap, cement, chemicals, cigars, coffee, cotton and paper 
bagging, cotton-seed products, dairy produce, fertilizers, foods, 
furniture, and fixtures, lumber, meat, medical oils, men’s and boys’ 
clothing, oil field supplies, paper and cardboard boxes, petroleum 
products, plumbing materials, roofing, rope, seafood, ships and 
boats, steel barrels, sulphur grinding, syrup and molasses, vitreous 
china and wallboard 


Natural Resources 


Louisiana is rich in natural resources. On a national production 
basis it ranks second in natural gas (1:5 billion cubic feet annually); 
second in petroleum (crude oil reserves 3,367,000,000 barrels); 
second in sulphur, producing 36-1 per cent. of the total national 
supply; fourth in salt (14-7 per cent. of national total supply); and 
first in fur pelts. 

Within a radius of 100 miles of New Orleans there are 162 active 
oil fields, 4,589 producing oil wells and 531 producing gas wells. 
This remarkable supply of fuels provides more than enough energy 
i the expanding industrial field, leaving large surplus quantities for 

e. 

Finally, New Orleans enjoys abundant supplies of water. The 
Mississippi could supply 309 thousand millien gallons of water daily, 
the largest supply to be found anywhere in the country. The present 
water consumption of the entire United States for all purposes is 
only 250 thousand million gallons per day, so that there is little need 
to stress the favourable position of New Orleans, where water costs 
are among the lowest in the nation. 


It will be seen from the foregoing that New Orleans and the 
surrounding area offers a large potential market for investment and 
trade. Industrial expansion has meant urban expansion with a corres- 
ponding rise in the purchasing power of the population. New Orleans 
has already pushed suburban development into what used to be 
swampland, and the super market, or department store selling every- 
thing from food to furniture, is only one form of retail outlet catering 
to the public, both through shops in the actual city itself and branches 
accommodated in large suburban shopping centres. What are the 
opportunities for British firms interested in the South? Many British 
goods already may be seen in the shops, mainly received from New 
York importers, but how can the volume of imports from the United 
Kingdom best be raised, and what new outlets can be obtained? 


Outlets for United Kingdom Exporters 


It is necessary to differentiate between capital goods and consumer 
goods, and with regard to the former, it has to be realized that in 
the Southern Mississippi area, most of the industrial expansion which 
is taking place is related to completely new plants being built on virgin 
land which may well, until recently, have been part of a riverside 
plantation. In this connection it is well to remember the American 
industrialist’s partiality for concluding what is known as a ‘turn-key’ 
or a ‘package-deal’ contract with an engineering and constructional 
firm who are known specialists in the type of constructional work 
involved, so that when it is handed over to the owners on the agreed 
date, it will, in theory, be capable of operating when raw materials 
and personnel have been provided. 


Inevitably, this type of contract involves the main contractor in a 
tremendous amount of sub-contracting and it is through these sub- 
contractors that British manufacturers of capital equipment may well 
find their best opportunities. 


Most of these large engineering and constructional contractors 
have their head offices outside the New Orleans consular district — 
both on the West Coast and in the East. However, Commercial Officers 
at all British consular posts throughout the United States are alive 
to these opportunities and it is very possible that a piece of British- 
made capital equipment may be installed in a new plant in Alabama 
due to the vigilance of a British Commercial Officer at a post some 
thousand of miles away. 


With regard to consumer goods, subject to the restrictions imposed

international House, founded in 1943 by a group of New Orleans business-

by climate - and it should be noted that the Southern States have 
a nine-month summer with humid temperatures often exceeding 
90° - all types of consumer goods are saleable in the area: It is, of 
course, necessary to qualify this statement by saying that in the 
majority of cases the articles concerned must conform in style and 
packaging, etc., to the demands of the American market, indeed, it is 
exceptional to find a foreign product which can be sold in the United 
States in exactly the same style, shape and package which is acceptable 
in its country of origin. 


Studying the Market 


It is perhaps not sufficiently realized by British firms that the size 
and diversity of the United States imposes certain difficulties in the 
way of covering the country by means of a single importer. An agent 
in the North or North East can adequately represent a British manu- 
facturer in that region, but he cannot be expected to develop outlets 
in the South. The country is different; the climate is different; towns 
and cities are far apart and not connected, as in the North, by stretches 
of well-populated, urbanized country. This may seem obvious enough 
when stated, but a surprising number of agents for British firms are 
content to skim the surface of the South by sending their represent- 
atives on infrequent quick tours of the main cities, an operation which 
cannot, in the nature of things, achieve much. 

It would, therefore, be well worth the time and expense of any 
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British firm seriously concerned with selling its goods in the Néw 
Orleans and Mississippi Valley area, to send its sales representatives 
here, to make a first hand study of the needs and possibilities which 
exist. 

The Commercial Section of the British Consulate-General, 403 
International Trade Mart, New Orleans, is actively engaged in the 
promotion of British trade in the area and will be glad to assist British 
firms in any way possible. It is, however, suggested that inquiries 
should be routed through the Export Services Branch of the Board 
of Trade, Lacon House, Theobalds Road, London, W.C.1, in the 
first place. As part of its premises the Consulate-General has a large 
exhibition window fronting a public corridor and displays of related 
British products are staged at roughly quarterly intervals. These 
displays, showing goods supplied in the main by American importers 
or subsidiaries of British firms, have already been the means of 
arranging several sub-agencies in the New Orleans area. 





International House 











THE sTORY of International House in New Orleans has served as 
an inspiration to other cities in the United States and abroad. San 
Francisco, Boston .and Cincinnati already organized similar inter- 
national programmes. Other cities are laying plans. 

International House was founded in 1943 by a group of New 
Orleans businessmen who had seen the Port of New Orleans booming 
under the artificial stimulus of war and who wanted to inaugurate 
some programme of activity which would maintain the impetus after 
the end of hostilities. 

The sum of $500,000 was raised in the form of founder memberships 
and a ten-storey office building was purchased. The first three floors 
were converted into International House proper and the remainder 
rented out as general office space, in many cases to foreign consulates. 

The doors were formally opened in June, 1945, and International 
House launched its unique programme in the field of international 
public relations. 

Visiting businessmen arriving in New Orleans to do business are 
given guest membership cards to International House, making avail- 
able to them the dining facilities, lounge, private office space complete 
with bi-lingual secretarial service, a world trade reference library 
with trained research staff and guidance by experts im foreign trade 
who also provide trade contacts and information on purchasing, 
selling and shipping. 


Goodwill Missions 


The overall programme includes travel and trade missions which 
are more quickly recognized as ‘Good Will Trips.’ It has been the 
practice of International House for many years to conduct periodic

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visits to other countries. In most cases these delegations consist of 
businessmen and their wives or members of the press including 
editors, publishers, magazine and newspaper writers. There have 
been 27 of these missions to date including a 30-day mission which 
toured seven European countries. The object of these trade and travel 
missions is to give North Americans an opportunity to become better 
acquainted with the economical, cultural and historical background of 
the countries with which they do business. 


International House sponsors programmes of student exchange, 
primarily with Latin America. Its International Relations Department 
now administers, at the personal request of the late Secretary of State, 
the Cordell Hull Scholarships programme. 


The most recent activity was the launching on September 24, 1957, 
of a nation-wide drive calling for a ten year renewal of the Reciprocal 
Trade Agreements Programme in Congress next year, declaring that 
the $30 billion volume of United States foreign trade is vital to prosper- 
ity and world peace, and must not be slowed down. 


The Reciprocal Trade Agreements Programme, under which 
United States world trade has been promoted and regulated under 
lowered trade and tariff barriers, has been in operation since 1934. 
It will expire in June 1958, unless renewed by Congress, and consider- 
able opposition is expected from so-called protectionist groups in 
the United States Congress. 

Trade, commercial, civic, economic and cultural groups throughout 
the United States have been invited and urged to join in a crusade to 
save and extend the Reciprocal Trade Agreements Programme which 
was only passed by a single vote in the 1955 Congress, at which time 
a three-year extension was voted. 

Immediate endorsement of the programme was announced by 
the Board of Commissioners of the Port of New Orleans and the 
New Orleans Board of Trade. Other business, civic and cultural 
groups plan to endorse the nation-wide campaign at early meetings. 
Further endorsement came from the White House and other powerful 
trade-minded organizations. :

Port of New Orleans 


(By Trade Development Department Board of 
Commissioners of the Port of New Orleans) 


REGULAR, frequent sailings— nearly 4,000 each year - make New 
Orleans one of the two ports in the United States which handle more 
than a thousand million dollars worth of cargo annually. 

One of the most important factors which helps the port to maintain 
this record is the efficiency of its modern physical facilities. More than 
12 miles of wharves and deep-water terminals parallel the banks of 
the harbour, providing maximum manoeuvrability and practically 
eliminating lighterage requirements. The wharves are readily access- 
ible to both truck and rail transportation. More than seven and a half 
miles of wharf-front are publicly owned and operated by the Board 
of Commissioners of the Port of New Orleans. Altogether, 195 vessels 
can be berthed simultaneously at New Orleans. The 40 public wharves 
can accommodate 77 general cargo vessels. There are 15 tanker berths 
and 12 private industry berths. Additionally, within the port, there 
are 44 repair berths and 23 government berths. 

New Orleans is served by eight trunk line railroads, which connect 
it with the rich Mid-Continent and every major city in the United 
States. The city-owned Public Belt Railroad, with 140 miles of tracks 
within thé active waterfront, co-ordinates all rail traffic in the port 
area. The port is the terminus for barge lines plying 14,000 miles of 
inland waterways. More than 50 truck lines serve the city, and the 
main airport handles 140 flights daily, including overseas traffic. The 
port enjoys a favourable inland freight rate structure which makes it 
possible for import or export cargo to be shipped to and from the 
Mid-Continent more economically through New Orleans than North 
Atlantic Seaboard ports. 


Today, the Port of New Orleans handles annually one and a half 
thousand million dollars of import and export cargo alone, helping 
it to maintain its position as No. 2 port of the nation in dollar value 
of foreign trade and No. 3 in total tonnage. In 1955, more than 47 
million tons of domestic and foreign cargo moved through the port, 
a gain of seven million tons over the preceding year. A total of 
89,292,758 bushels of bulk grain were exported for a new record as 
the port led the nation in exports of corn, wheat flour, and soybeans. 

Vessels of 130 steamship lines handled 11-2 million tons of foreign 
trade in 1955, of which 7-2 million tons represented exports, and 
4 million tons imports. 











This vast tonnage is handled at a lower cost per ton than at any 
other major port. Reasons include a responsible labour force, highly 
mechanized operations, commodious wharf sheds, facilities for direct 
ship-rail-trick-barge interchange of goods, and especially-equipped 
wharves for commodities such as coffee, bananas and grain. A mild 
year-round climate works with all these factors to prevent delays. 


Wharf Facilities 


A number of New Orleans wharves are modern concrete and steel 
structures arranged primarily for general cargo-handling. Because 
they are built as quays — parallel to the banks of the river — the port’s 
wharves provide maximum berthing space and greatest ship 
manoeuvrability. 


Several of the port’s wharves have marginal railway tracks to ship- 
side. The wharf aprons and roadways provide free passage of trucks 
to ship-side as well as to the interior of the wharf sheds. Paralleling 
the rear aprons of all wharves are the tracks of the New Orleans 
Public Belt Railroad. The wharf sheds themselves are designed to 
make the wharves as unobstructed by supports and other hindrances 
to free movement of goods as possible. 


Cargo handlers make use of the most modern equipment and 
techniques. Pallet boards now are used for literally hundreds of differ- 
ent commodities, affording orderly, space-saving stacking and 
assembling of cargo on the wharves. Fork-lift trucks lift and carry 
these pallet-stacked goods quickly and easily, even in loads of as 
much as five tons at a time. For safe, speedy transfer handling at 
ship-side, standard cargo moving devices such as slings, nets, con- 
veyor belts, and loops are used. Powerful floating cranes, available 
in the harbour for special heavy-lift jobs, supplement use of ships’ 
tackle. Some of these can lift as much as 300 tons and are used for 
moving machinery such as locomotives. Inland waterway barges 
often transfer cargo directly to or from ocean vessels, thus eliminating 
extra handling charges. 

The port is served by labour whose efficiency and stability is 
unsurpassed anywhere in the country. This and the harmonious 
relationship between labour and management are primarily responsible 
for the quick turn-about time for ships — 2-8 days — the shortest in 
the country. 

One of the most interesting facilities of the New Orleans harbour 
is Foreign Trade Zone No. 2, which offers a variety of money-saving 
advantages to both importers and exporters. The most important 
advantage is that dutiable goods may be landed and stored in the 
Zone without Customs expense, taxes or similar restrictions. Goods 
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within the Zone may be manipulated, stored or processed in many 
ways with no Customs expense until they are ready to enter the Customs 
area. In the case of goods which enter the Zone, and then are re- 
exported, no duties at all are assessed. There are a number of services 
available in the Zone’s modern plant such as cleaning and recondition- 
ing services for spices, seeds, etc. Another special service is a modern 
vacuum-fumigation plant, the only one in the United States located 
in a Foreign Trade Zone. It is United States Government-approved, 
and is available for commodities requiring vacuum-fumigation as a 
condition of entry. The most recent service to be added is a modern 
lumber dry kiln, operated by a large lumber importer. Kiln-drying 
results in a better product and savings in inland freight rates. 


There are four such zones in the United States - at New York, 
Seattle, San Francisco and New Orleans. 


The Inner-Harbour Navigation Canal, or Industrial Canal, as it 
is generally known, is the link between the Mississippi River and 
Lake Pontchartrain. Begun in 1918 by the Board of Commissioners, 
the five and one-half mile canal is now lined with mills, factories and 
deep water terminals in the downtown industrial section. The canal 
and the land that flanks it on either side are under the administration 
of the port’s Board of Commissioners. 


‘The entire canal is dredged to a 30-foot depth, with an average 
width of 400 feet. Near the river end of the canal is a toll-free lock, 
patterned after the one in the Panama Canal, where ships can be raised 
from river level to the level of Pontchartrain. The lock is 75 feet 
wide, 640 feet long, and has a minimum depth of 31} feet. Several 
slips have been dredged along the Canal where industries have 
located. In addition, two turning basins, 1,000 feet square, enable 
ocean-going ships to turn around in this inner-harbour. 


The Board of Commissioners has built four wharves on the Canal, 
the most recent being an 800-foot open wharf, with marginal tracks, 
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just south of the turning basin near the lake. Two sides of this turning 
basin serve as barge landings. 

The Public Grain Elevator at the Port of New Orleans is one of 
the nation’s largest, most modern, and busiest. The binnage capacity 
is 5 million bushels and in the fiscal year 1955-56 the elevator exported 
a record movement of 89,292,758 bushels of grain of all kinds, 18 
times its storage capacity, surpassing all other grain elevators of the 
country in volume of export. 

This high volume of grain movement is due to the continuing 
modernization and expansion programme of the elevator. The 
elevator is equipped with two marine legs, two mechanical rail-car 
dumpers, a 60-foot hydraulic truck dumper, cleaning equipment, 
automatic grain sampling machines, a new signal system in the dock 
shipping gallery to control grain between ships and tower, and auto- 
matic mechanical draught counters on each scale hopper to register 
draughts as a check against human error. In addition, the dust collect- 
ing system was revamped, and a new and modern office building and 
laboratory erected for the elevator’s staff and laboratory forces. 

The Public Commodity Warehouse of the Board of Commissioners 
offers world traders low-cost ship-side storage facilities of the most 
modern type. Equipped with marginal tracks on a 44-foot apron, 
the concrete wharf of the Commodity Warehouse is designed for 
speedy, efficient cargo handling between ship and rail. Use of this 
facility is limited to goods moving in export and import trade. 

The Warehouse is composed of five large concrete units, plus a 
cotton compress building offering 100,000 square feet of cotton 
storage space. The buildings are divided into 176 storage ‘cubes,’ 
each with 3,000 square feet of floor space. Goods may be stacked as 
high in these compartments as the nature of the product will permit. 
Each cube has three openings and is serviced by a movable 2-ton 
crane. Pallet-board stacking makes possible easy cargo shifting. The

Public Commodity Warehouse buildings are of non-combustible 
construction, with a complete sprinkler system covering both cubes 
and wharf. The harbour patrol and private watchmen keep constant 
watch for fire and other possible loss or damage. These precautions 
reflect in the fact that New Orleans Port has the lowest insurance rate 
in the nation. 


Improvements and Expansion 


For the past 60 years, the administration of the Port of New 
Orleans has been under the supervision of the Board of Commissioners 
of the Port of New Orleans. This Board is made up of five business 
leaders who serve without pay for terms of five years, with the term 
of one member expiring each year. No member may succeed himself. 
The annual vacancies are filled by gubernatorial appointment from 
a list of three candidates nominated by the seven leading business-civic 
institutions of the city. That this leadership remains dynamic is 
borne out by the fact that New Orleans is one of America’s fastest 
growing ports. 

During the 12 year period from June 30, 1945, to June 30, 
1957, the Board of Commissioners spent $29,582,000 on a great 
expansion programme. Five new wharves were constructed and one 
completely rebuilt along the river front and the Industrial Canal, 
ranging in cost from $155,000 to $3,139,000. A second unit was 
added to the Public Grain Elevator at a cost of $7,623,000, doubling 
its storage capacity to 5,122,000 bushels. 


In spite of this tremendous building programme, trade through 
the port has increased at such a phenomenal rate during the post-war 
years that present port facilities are no longer adequate for existing 
cargo movement. During 1956, a 272 per cent. increase over 1955 
was shown in the export of cotton, as 402,603 short tons were handled. 
Substantial increases were also shown for the same period in handling 
sugar and many other articles. In order to expand port facilities to 
meet this great trade growth, an ambitious building and expansion 
programme was initiated in 1956 —- $77 million expansion plan cal- 
culated to meet the challenge posed by the Mid-Continent’s swiftly 
expanding importance in world commerce. This programme, calling 
for the construction of seven and possibly eight new wharves in the 
harbour plus the reconstruction of all the timber wharves, will give 
to the city much needed additional wharfage. Space for port expansion 
will eventually be provided by the Mississippi River-Gulf Outlet, a 
tidewater channel which Congress has authorized to be constructed 
from the Industrial Canal to the Gulf of Mexico. Besides providing 
new deep water wharf sites for the port, the proposed outlet will 
cut some 40 miles from the 110 mile distance between New Orleans 
and the Gulf. 


Anxious not to stunt the growth of the Port, the Board of Com-

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missioners decided on an improvement programme which will utilize 
all available space for new facilities while transforming older wharves 
into what for all practical purposes will be new ones. This should 
permit the port to take care of the anticipated increase in traffic until 
such time as even more extensive new facilities can be built along the 
tidewater channel. Even with limited space available along the

industrial east side of the Mississippi River at New Orleans, the new 
construction calls for some impressive projects. 


When the new programme was initiated in 1956, the Board decided 
to undertake the $77 million ten-year building and improvement 
in two phases. In the first three year phase, from 1956 to June, 1960, 
approximately $30 million is planned to be spent in repairing, 
constructing, and improving dock facilities. Under this programme, 
the 900-foot Morrison Avenue wharf, designed to accommodate 
heavy equipment, has just been completed on the east side of the 
Industrial Canal. The steel and concrete wharf deck, equipped with 
three marginal tracks, is constructed to support 850 pounds of cargo 
per square foot. Construction work will soon begin on the Florida 
Avenue Wharf, an open wharf also on the Industrial Canal, which 
will cost an estimated $380,000. It will also be a heavy duty general 
cargo wharf designed primarily for the exportation of scrap metals. 
Preliminary work has also begun on a new facility adjacent to the 
Napoleon Avenue landing at the downstream end of the Public 
Commodity Warehouse. On this site, the Board will construct a 
rice handling terminal. This rice facility will be used by rice mills 
in the New Orleans area for unloading rice barges. The First Street 
Wharf has been reconstructed, and in December of 1958, construction 
will be completed on the Perry Street Wharf, the first public wharf 
to be built on the West Bank of the Mississippi River, near the new 
Mississippi River bridge. The Perry Street Wharf will be of all steel 
and concrete construction with double marginal tracks and an allow- 
able live load capacity of 850 pounds per square foot. 


At Nashville Avenue an $8 million wharf and terminal will be 
constructed. This facility, at the uppermost reaches of the New 
Orleans side of the river, will be the largest and most modern of its 
kind in the port. Furnished with large storage and transportation 
terminals in the rear of the wharf, it will provide for the orderly 
interchange of commodities, whether handled by rail, truck, barge 
or ship — carrying to a peak the factors that make New Orleans so 
efficient a port. 


Further downstream, work has been temporarily suspended on a 
$2-5 million wharf at Thalia Street until work is completed on the 
$100 million Mississippi River Bridge and approaches at that location. 
Thalia Street Wharf is expected to be in operation by July 31 this 
year. (The new bridge, it is expected, will stimulate a new industrial 
development in the New Orleans West Bank area which will call for 
even more expansion.) 


For a maximum of planning flexibility, the Board decided, in 
mid-1957, to initiate a ‘moving 10-year expansion and building 
programme’ in lieu of the initial programme begun in 1956. Under 
this new idea the programme is reviewed and revised each year by 
the Board for a 10-year period from the reviewing year. 


As of July 1, 1957, under the new moving programme, the Board 
plans to spend approximately $30 million by June, 1960, on harbour 
improvements. For the 10-year period ending June, 1967, an additional 
expenditure of some $51 million is called for. 


The building and expansion programme, through general Board 
policy, has been kept extremely flexible partly because of rising 
construction cost and the undetermined status of the Mississippi 
River-Gulf Outlet. The last session of Congress appropriated $375,000 
to be used in preliminary planning work for the Outlet during the 
current fiscal year. The Corps of Engineers has already made surveys 
under a $325,000 appropriation for the past fiscal year. 


The proposed tidewater channel, which will cost approximately 
$100 million, will open up some 8,000 additional acres of undeveloped 
land for industrialization near the heart of the present commercial 
section of the city. Construction of additional port facilities along the 
channel will cost the Board additional millions of dollars.

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We Can Make Economies at Home and Increase 
Turnover in Export Markets 


REVIEWING BRITAIN’S ECONOMIC POSITION and export pros- 
pects in a speech at a dinner given by Leeds Chamber of Commerce 
on January 31, the President of the Board of Trade, Sir David Eccles, 
said there was much to discuss in our economic affairs. The public, 
he believed, began to see our basic problem pretty clearly; it began 
to be widely understood that there was a permanent connection 
between what we did at home and how much we earned abroad. 


The balance of payments stood out, as our chief concern. Either 
we earned a surplus of between £300 and £400 million a year or the 
pound sterling remained vulnerable. If over the last few years we 
had failed to earn even half this annual surplus one recurring cause 
for the shortfall had been inflation. Today that cause was widely 
identified; inflation was marked down as an enemy; and the great 
majority of the people of this country were prepared to make a 
sacrifice to win the battle against rising prices. The Government were 
continuing unrelaxed the financial measures announced by Mr. 
Thorneycroft last September, which makes the ex-Chancellor’s 
resignation all the more regrettable to his friends and colleagues. 


But there were people, and he was one of them, who believed 
there was a risk we may devote the whole of our energies to cutting 
down. Economize we certainly must. The pound would never be 
strong so long as we tried to do more than our dependence on imports 
and our total resources allowed. 


‘Let us consider whether it is safe for us in Britain to increase our 
production in 1958. It is not a simple question. Immediately we come 
up against a very real difficulty. Some would have us believe an insuper- 
able difficulty. Production, they say, must not be allowed to increase 
because that would mean more imports and we cannot afford more 
imports. They do not deny that we have the industrial capacity to 
produce more. They insist that the balance of payments must come 
first. 


“The Government accept the value of sterling as the wholly right 
and essential starting point and priority in policy. We have not a hope 
of maintaining our standards and our jobs unless we have first secured 
the purchasing-power of the pound. That is why we are holding 
down home demand by financial measures such as the credit squeeze. 

‘Must we then say that no increase in production in 1958 is possible 
for fear of running straight into a foreign exchange crisis, and that 
the danger of a shrinking surplus on overseas account is all the greater 
because world trade looks like contracting this year? This is the 
dilemma which Mr. Gaitskell posed when he spoke in the economic 
debate on Thursday of last week. He said the Conservative Govern- 
ment were wrong to restrain demand at home and so put a brake on 
production. He condemned Mr. Thorneycroft’s policy of restraint 
by dear money and general financial measures. Instead he called for 
a rise in production and consumption. He had to admit this might 
land us in trouble with the balance of payments. 


‘He said a Labour Government would use import controls. But 
what would be the effect of import controls? For two reasons you 
may agree with me, that they would certainly do our economy more 
harm than good. First we should be restricting imports in order to 
carry out a policy of boosting production in our country at a time when 
the whole world was nervous about a decline in international trade. 
We could not expect other countries to take this lying down. They 
would certainly react against our exports. 

“To cut imports in 1958 would mean setting off a round of restric- 
tions in world trade which we of all countries cannot afford. Supposing 
Mr. Gaitskell cut the kind of imports we take from Europe — what 
chance would there be of concluding the agreement for a Free Trade 
Area? Supposing he cut the kind of imports we take from the Common- 
wealth — what chance would there be of following up the good work 
of the Canadian Trade Mission? 

‘What imports would he cut? I challenge him to produce a list 
adding up to any significant figure which would not include goods 
of great importance either to the Commonwealth or to Western 
Europe. And worse: it seems plain to us that action of this kind leads

straight to higher prices and to the rationing of some foodstuffs 
or to the allocation of industrial materials. This is a serious charge. 
It is up to Mr. Gaitskell to disprove it, and he can only do so if he 
produces his list of import cuts. 

“Well then, what is it possible to do in 1958? . . . I have studied 
this question as carefully as I can because the President of the Board 


of Trade ought not to give advice unless he is confident it is well- 
founded. 


‘I must agree that in present circumstances we cannot safely start 
by increasing the demand for goods and services at home. It follows 
that any increase in production must first be for export. And I am 
confident that our exports can be increased quite substantially if we 
set about it in the right way and with enough vigour and determination. 
I recognize the force of the argument that a manufacturer needs a 
steady bread and butter trade at home on which to base his export 
sales. But you have this now. Consumption is high and will remain 
high. Wages and salaries are not going to be cut. Nor is investment. 
All we are doing is to slow down the increase over last year that was 
planned to rise too fast for our resources. 


Production for Export 


‘On the other hand, you can dismiss any chance of a fresh dose of 
inflation; so that no manufacturer should take the view that if he 
waits a little he will again find profits easier to make in the home 
market. The right policy is for him to look for export orders now. 
There is not going to be more money about in this country. So it 
must be production for export if we want more output immediately, 
and only when we are selling more abroad will it be safe to think 
about increasing consumption at home.’ 


What were the prospects of getting more export orders? Some mar- 
kets would be difficult. The countries which sold us primary products 
would have less to spend. We must work hard to keep our share of 
their trade, especially the trade of Commonwealth countries. On 
the other hand, the markets of the industrialized countries would 
continue to offer opportunities for selling more of our goods. In recent 
years we had not increased our sales to these countries as fast as some 
of our rivals because our prices and delivery dates had not been as 
good as theirs. But in 1958 we were well placed to catch up. Our 
delivery dates were better than they were. Prices would be more 
competitive this year but if we could keep our costs steady we should 
be able to sell more in these markets. 

Referring to the recent visit of the Canadian Trade Mission, the 
President said we convinced the Canadians that Britain was on the 
edge of a second industrial revolution based on nuclear power. The 
Canadians had taught us a lesson we needed to learn. We had to blow 
our own trumpet louder. 

‘My latest news from Canada is that a strong organization is being 
established to follow up the work begun by the Mission. They want 
to buy more from us year in year out. It is up to us to go and sell them 
what they require. 

‘And there are other promising markets such as Mexico, where I 
have just been. This is a country which knows very little about our 
post-war industry. We know very little about Mexico’s astonishing 
progress in the last 20 years. They have a foreign trade of £400 million 
of which we do only £10 million. That makes a poor showing. Mexico 
is a dollar country and her leading men want to see our share of their 
trade increased. 

‘But whether or not there is a mild recession in their trade, the 
United States remains the biggest and the most undeveloped of all 
our export markets. We all know how the American pressure groups 
embarrass us with their protectionist policies in some directions. I am 
exceptionally troubled by their tariff quota on wool textiles. We are 
doing all we can to get this removed. 


‘My recent trip to California and later to New York convinced me

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Economies at Home and More Exports (Continued) 


that here and now we have great opportunities in the United States. 
By tradition Britain has sold quality goods to the rich Americans who 
were anyway familiar with European styles and products. We must 
go on selling these goods which are much appreciated. 


‘But we must also pay attention to the tens of millions of American 
wage-earners who take home between £30 and £60 a week. The vast 
majority of these men’s families know nothing at all about Britain and 
very little about European products. They buy standard goods of 
American design at reasonable prices. I see no reason why more 
industries should not go into this mass market. The British car manu- 
facturers have done it brilliantly: so have many people in the wool 
trade. 


‘Why cannot other industries? I know it means holding stocks in 
the United States. It may even mean having an interest in shops in 
the United States. Advertising is so essential and so expensive that it 
may mean a group of British manufacturers undertaking what is 
known as product advertising. All these are questions for experts, but 
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when I heard of British mass produced shoes selling well at $6-95 I 
thought this can be done in a great many other lines as well. 

“The advice I wanted to give you this evening can be very shortly 
restated. 

‘Don’t imagine the home market is going to become inflationary 
again. Start now to look for more export orders. 

‘Do all you can to maintain your business in traditional markets 
and go after expansion in those markets which are most promising. 

‘Send out men to sell your goods who can answer the questions on 
the spot. 

‘Blow your country’s trumpet loud and clear. 


‘Prove to the world that we can both make economies at home and 
increase our turnover in the export markets. 


‘It is the interest and the duty of all of us to do these things. They 
can be done, and I would expect the independent and virile manu- 
facturers of Yorkshire to give the country the lead.’ 


Export Achievements of United Kingdom Firms 


Below is a further list of important export orders or contracts 
recently obtained by United Kingdom firms. The Board of 
Trade Journal will be pleased to consider other examples and 
to publish those of outstanding value or significance. 


Hawker jet fighters for Switzerland. It was announced on 
January 30 that the Hawker Siddeley Group has received an order 
for 100 Hawker Hunter jet fighters, worth around £13 million from 
Switzerland, in the face of keen competition. This order, together 
with other Hunter contracts (including one from India worth between 
£30 million and £40 million), now being carried out, will, it is stated 
by the company, keep the Hawker Aircraft factories busy for some 
years. The Swiss National Council, the Lower House of the Swiss 
Federal Parliament, on January 29 approved a Government proposal 
to buy the Hunters, and it voted a total of 313 million Swiss francs 
(about £26 million) for the purchase of these and other aircraft. 


More Leyland Comet passenger chassis for India. Leyland 
Motors Limited, of Leyland, Lancashire, announced on January 24 
that the Kerala State Transport (India) are to take delivery of an 
additional 80 Indian-built Leyland Comet passenger chassis. There 
are already 60 Comets operating in the State. 


Wood-burning stoves for St. Helena. The Bonnybridge, Stir- 
lingshire, stove and cooker manufacturing firm of Lane & Girvan 
Limited announced on January 27 that they have received two orders 
for a total of 100 wood-burning stoves from St. Helena. The managing 
director of the firm commented ‘This is not the first order we have 
received from the island. Though the population is under 5,000, we 
have been exporting stoves there for many years. Stoves are not 
things which people buy all the time and therefore, of necessity our 
markets are very widespread.’ In atdition to St. Helena, the firm 
have recently received orders from places as widely scattered as Fiji, 
Peru, British Honduras, Christmas Island, Iraq, Iceland and what 
must be almost as remote as St. Helena— Niue Island, which is 
about 500 miles east of Tonga in the Pacific. 


Side-operating fork-lift carriers for India. Materials Handling 
Equipment (Great Britain) Limited, of London, announced recently 
that they have received from the Indian Government Purchasing 
Mission a contract for the supply of a number of Irion side-operating 
fork-lift carriers of three tons and five tons capacity for use in the 
Port of Calcutta. A contract has also been received by the same firm 
from the Port of Melbourne, Australia. Irion side-operating fork-lift 
carriers are already in use by the ports of Basrah, Bangkok, Bordeaux, 
Hamburg and Singapore, and by the Ports and Harbours Administra- 
tion of the South African Railways. The increasing demand for these 
machines by port authorities is claimed by the firm to exemplify 
their importance to any scheme involving the modernization of ports, 
docks and harbours where the rapid, economical handling and 


transportation of long, heavy, bulky cargoes is essential. 


Electronic equipment for Federal Republic of Germany. 
Decca Radar Limited have received a substantial contract amounting 
to approximately £500,000 for the supply of electronic equipment 
for the Defence Forces of the Federal Republic of Germany. This 
highly specialized equipment of most advanced design results from 
research and development carried out by Decca Radar Limited over 
the past three years. Equipment based on Decca’s developments in 
this field is also being supplied for defence and civil requirements of 
other countries. 


More diesel buses for Jamaica and India. The sizeable fleet 
of modern diesel buses which Jamaica Omnibus Services Limited 
has built up since taking over the franchise for bus operation in 
Kingston some five years ago, is to be augmented by a further 15 
Leyland-M.C.W. Olympic underfloor-engined single-decker buses. 
Since starting operations, the company has placed orders with Leyland 
Motors Limited of Leyland, Lancashire, for 135 diesel buses, 113 of 
which are under-floor-engined Royal Tiger or chassisless Olympic 
buses. In addition the company has also imported 30 Leyland 125 
h.p. diesel engines for installation in American buses which were 
reported to have a ‘fuel consumption as low as 3 m.p.g. The new 
Olympic buses that have been ordered are 35 ft. long with seats for 44 
passengers. 


Leyland Motors Limited also announced recently that one of the 
biggest private operators in India, T.V. Sundram Iyengar & Sons 
Pty., of Madurai, have just ordered 30 Indian-built Leyland Comet 
passenger chassis for their fleet. These vehicles will carry bodies 
constructed in the company’s own workshops at Madurai. In addition 
to these 30 Comets, the company has also ordered six Leyland Royal 
Tiger Worldmaster chassis for use on long-distance express coach 
services. 


Steel bogie frames for South Africa. An order for 278 four- 
wheel Commonwealth type one-piece cast steel bogie frames was 
recently placed with English Steel Castings Corporation Limited. 
This order, which is worth £} million, is part of a contract Being 
carried out for South African Railways by Metropolitan-Vickers 
Electrical Company Limited. : 


‘Hypnotic circles’ for United States. Leon Goodman Displays 
Limited, of London, announced recently a $20,000 order by 
two big American companies-a manufacturing chemist and a 
brewer — for an advertising display service. The display consists of 
coloured discs which revolve in such a way that the advertising 
message is read when the circles are furthest apart.

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European Industrial Conference 
on Free Trade Area 


THE UNITED KINGDOM COUNCIL of the European Movement is 
convening a conference of leaders of industry and trades unions from 
European countries on February 19, 20 and 21, at Church House, 
Westminster, to discuss the economic problems of the proposed 
Free Trade Area. 

Those attending would not do so as advocates of any particular 
European policy, but would attend with open minds. In Britain, 
the United Kingdom Council has been organizing regional meetings, 
under the auspices of the Regional Boards for Industry, at which 
Free Trade Area problems are discussed by leading trades unionists 
and employers. The experience here has been that the actual problems 
and the difficulties that might arise are discussed in detail, and differing 
opinions ventilated to general advantage. The United Kingdom 
Council firmly believe that such a conference on an international 
plane would achieve a similarly helpful purpose. 

After the opening speeches the conference will divide itself into 
four main commissions to give the various subjects more detailed 
examinations. These commissions will cover the following subjects: 

Problems Arising from the Removal of Tariffs and Quotas. 

Social Policies. 

Co-ordination of Economic and Monetary Policy. 

Food and Agricultural Problems. 

There will be no resolutions. This will be an exploratory and inform- 
ative conference and a report will be made available summarizing the 
different points of view expressed. 

Leading Trades Unionists and leaders of industry are being invited 
from Austria, Belgium, Denmark, Eire, France, Germany, Italy, 
Luxembourg, The Netherlands, Norway, Sweden, and the United 
Kingdom, and representatives from Greece, Portugal and Turkey. 

It is believed this would be the first international conference to be 
attended solely by leaders of industry and of trades unions. 


Mr. Alfred Robens, M.P., and leading members of the Trades 
Union Congress will organize the labour participation of the confer- 
ence. The British Trades Union delegation will include Sir Thomas 
Williamson, Mr. Frank Cousins, Mr. J. Alan Birch, Mr. W. J. Carron, 
Mr. H. Collison, Mr. A. L. Hill and Mr. B. Walsh. The British 
Employers’ Delegation under the chairmanship of Lord Knollys 
(Chairman of Vickers, Ltd.) will include Lord Godber (Chairman of 
Shell), Lord Chandos (Chairman of Associated Electrical Industries), 
Sir Colin Anderson (President of the British Employers Confedera- 
tion), Lord McCorquodale of Newton and Dr. W. H. Garrett (Vice- 
Presidents of the British Employers Confederation), Mr. Lincoln 
Steel (Imperial Chemical Industries), Sir Harry Pilkington (Pilkington 
Bros.) and Mr. Whitney Straight (Rolls-Royce, Ltd.). 

Very strong delegations of European industrialists and trades 
unionists have also promised to attend. 

The Conference will be opened by the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
and it is proposed that opening speeches will be made by leaders of 
the Opposition, representatives of Trades Unions and Employers. 
Monsieur Robert Schumann, President of tiie European Movement, 
will also attend the Conference. 


Sir Edward Beddington-Behrens, Chairman of the United Kingdom 
Council of the European Movement, and Lord Knollys, Chairman 
of the British Employers representatives, will entertain all delegates 
to dinner on February 19 and 20, 1958, respectively.

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1,100 Exhibitors Demonstrate Achievements of 
Britain’s Gifts and Fancy Goods Industry 


THE TINY EXHIBITIONS of gifts and fancy goods in elaborately 
lighted glass display cases which are a tempting feature of the vestibules 
in the major hotels throughout the world were expanded a thousand- 
fold when the £100 million Ninth International Gifts and Fancy 
Goods Fair opened at Blackpool on Monday. The sparkling display 
of jewellery, pottery, silverware and fancy goods of every description 
is spread between four of Blackpool’s leading hotels — the Winter 
Gardens, Palace Ballroom, the Imperial and Metropole. 


More than 1,100 exhibitors display goods from Britain, Austria, 
Belgium, Czechoslovakia, China, Denmark, France, Germany, 
Holland, Hong Kong, India, Italy, Japan, Norway, Spain, Switzerland, 
Sweden, the United States, and a number of Far Eastern countries. 
The range of merchandise shown at the Fair occupies over 350,000 
square feet. 


The exhibition was opened by the Lord Mayor of London, Sir 
Denis Truscott, who, aptly enough, elected to wear all the traditional 
regalia of his office, supreme examples of British craftsmanship. The 
regalia is valued between £70,000 and £100,000. The chain is more 
than 400 years old and made of English gold and the badge was 
remodelled 156 years ago. The sword dates back to 1671 and the 
mace to the reign of George II. Against all this irreplaceable finery, 
the vast array of modern goods still looked impressive. 


Sir Denis said: ‘One of the greatest pleasures in life is the giving of 
gifts, but one of the most difficult things is to be able to give the right 
sort of gift for the right person on the right occasion. That is an 
attribute I think all would like to possess. It should be an easy problem 
to resolve after visiting this vast Fair. I understand that there are some 
1,100 exhibitors who between them are showing the world’s largest 
range of goods of all types that are suitable as gifts. 


‘I am told that this Fair is the largest of its kind and because of it 
Britain is now the recognized centre of international trade in this class 
of merchandise. It has in fact led to the emergence of a new industry - 
the Gifts industry —- whose exports are estimated to have topped the 
£100 million mark last year. 

‘When you consider that only 17 exhibitors participated in the 
first Fair nine years ago — the measure of this new industry’s success 
is seen in perspective as a very great and remarkable achievement. 
Let me pay my sincere tribute to Mr. Elkan Simons and his colleagues 
who have built up this Fair and won for Britain this leading world 
position not only for the goods shown here but for the craftsmen who 
made them.’ 


The Lord Mayor went on to say that for centuries the City of 
London had been associated with craftsmanship and commerce and 
the City during this time had welcomed a constant stream of craftsmen, 
not only from cities throughout Britain but also from Europe. Indeed 
the very existence of the City Guilds stemmed from these craftsmen. 
London has also exported these fine talents. He was particularly 
gratified because there were many London firms exhibiting at the Fair. 
There were examples of craftsmanship from many other towns and 
cities, not only in this country but also from overseas. From Stoke, 
home of our china and pottery industry, Birmingham, Sheffield, 
Manchester, to mention but a few. He thought we were fortunate to 
be able to see gathered together so many fine examples of craftsmanship 
from the length and breadth of Britain. 

There were many who regretted the passing of some of the old 
traditional crafts, but we should always remember that our tastes 
were constantly changing. In many of the products exhibited there 
were examples where the skill of the individual craftsman had been 
successfully merged with modern production methods. We in Britain 
were dependent on our ability to make and sell goods to the world. 
We must also anticipate and be ahead in the design of these goods and 
the quality of workmanship. It was a stimulating thought that despite 
all the complex problems inherent in trade today one discovered a 
wonderful spirit of enthusiasm and initiative which had made us a 
great trading nation. 

Mr. Elkan Simons, chairman of the Fair, pointed out that taking 
most of the various sections of goods being shown, exports in 1955 
stood at £40 million and in 1956 at £64 million, but that almost 
double these amounts were sent overseas by parcel post and were not 
therefore shown in official returns. 


He went on: ‘We all know how very much the question of a Free 
Trade area in Europe has been discussed in the past year or two. 
This is a most complex problem and opinion in many countries, 
and indeed in many industries, is sharply divided. It has its dangers 
but it also has great promise. Great Britain may or may not participate 
but our industry cannot afford to wait to find out. We must continue 
to increase and expand our trade all the time — there must be no 
slackening of effort. 


British Gifts Fair in Canada soon 


“With this end in view we have taken a pavilion, to be called the 
British Pavilion, at this year’s Frankfurt Spring Fair and a number of 
our manufacturers will be exhibiting. This is the first time ever that 
our young industry has gone overseas in such an all-out selling effort. 
We shall also be investigating the possibility of a British Gifts Fair 
within the next year or so in Canada and later in America for the vast 
continent of North America offers boundless opportunities which we 
must seize with determination and vigour.’ 


The fair itself abounds with goods calculated to appeal to every 
visitor from home and overseas. A bright idea which might prevent 
ladies mislaying their handbags was a handbag carrying a lightweight 
portable wireless in the base. In high quality Luxon hide, the bag 
which is made by L. S. Mayer (London) Ltd., incorporates a transistor 
radio, but also leaves plenty of room for the many trifles a woman 
carries. 

Goldfish and their owners should be interested in a new goldfish 
bowl made by Simons Brothers (London) Ltd., which permits the 
carp to depart from its usual round and narrow path and, for a change, 
loop the loop. Completely circular, the new bowl is hung on the wall 
away from the cat. 


Individual hand-sculpted pipes made by London craftsmen of 
Oppenheimer Pipes Ltd., are reported to have created a sensation 
when they were shown recently in the United States, police having 
to control the crowds trying to enter the shop. Each pipe is entirely 
different in style, the craftsman following the grain of the briar and 
creating the shape as he works. No design is ever duplicated. Cost of 
a hand-sculpted pipe — £25 to £100. The largest pipe in the Fair is 
shown by H. Comoy Ltd., of London. It is a cherrywood with a 
stem two feet long and a bowl eleven inches long. 


A lighter for bridge players in a large square porcelain holder has a 
diamond, a heart, a spade and a club on each side to show trumps. 
The makers, Colibri Ltd., of London, also display a bedside table 
lighter with a clock inset. 


In five years a business which started as a hobby in a small back 
kitchen in Lambeth, London, has grown so big that the goods are 
now exported to 23 countries. Paul and Wendy Nathanson started to 
make bottle tops quite by accident. Wendy, a teacher, used to make 
and paint puppets for her class. As they were finished she stuck them 
in milk bottle tops to dry and from this sprung the idea of making 
spirit and wine bottle tops. Gradually business expanded and the 
firm now have a range of more than 60 varieties which include such 
diverse personalities as Sir Winston Churchill and Groucho Marx. 
The business, Kinki-Bee Characters Ltd., which has now been 
transferred from a kitchen to a factory, has been extended to the 
manufacture of pourers, bottle openers, measures and cocktail shakers. 


The young and energetic westcountry company of Balhouse and 
Binnie, Plymouth, report ever increasing trade. So successful is 
their lampshade business that they are opening another factory in 
Plymouth after the Fair closes. Lampshade trends are reverting to the 
traditional away from the contemporary. All designs and bases on the 
firm’s stand are hand painted and produced and consist simply of 
floral and wild bird background. 

It is estimated that the Fair which closes today, costs over £100,000 
to stage every year. The scale of the exhibition and the amount of 
preparation that goes into it can be gauged by the vast quantities of 
materials used. Painters have used more than four tons of paint to 
freshen up the exhibition halls, 15 miles of carpet have been laid, 
ten thousand electric bulbs fitted to light the Fair, and almost two 
tons of nails have gone into the erection of the exhibition stands.

Fruit Imports from the United 
States and Canada 


THE CHANCELLOR of the Exchequer, in answer to a written parlia- 
mentary question on January 31, said that an agreement has been 
reached with the United States Government upon a transaction under 
United States Public Law 480 for the import of fresh and canned 
deciduous and citrus fruit to a value of 7-95 million dollars, to be 
paid for in sterling. 

Imports will be purchased by private traders in the United Kingdom 
with funds made available under United States Public Law 480, 
and details are as follows: 

$2,000,000 Canned deciduous fruit (peaches, fruit cocktail 

and cranberries) 

Import licences will be valid until April 30, 1958; 
Dried prunes 
Import licences will be valid until July 31, 1958; 
Canned grapefruit segments 
Import licences will be valid for the period 
June 1-September 30, 1958; 
Fresh lemons 
Import licences will be valid until October 31, 
1958; 
Lemon juice 
Validity dates of import licences will be announced 
later. 

Aconsequential quota of $200,000 for imports of canned deciduous 
fruit has been established for Canada. 

Details of the import licensing arrangements and of the documenta- 
tion required under United States Public Law 480 will be announced 
as soon as possible. Meanwhile, importers should not assume that 
these will be identical with those in previous years and should not 
enter into firm contracts before purchase authorisations have been 
issued and they have received an import licence. 


Fresh Fruit and Vegetables 
Prepacking Exhibition 


MODERN PACKAGING machinery and materials will be shown at 
the first international fresh fruit and vegetables prepacking exhibition 
ever held in Europe which will take place in London in October 
next. The prepacking exhibition will be presented by the Ministry of 
Agriculture, Fisheries and Food on behalf of the European Productiv- 
ity Agency (E.P.A.) of the Organization for European Economic 
Co-operation (O.E.E.C.). The Produce Prepacking Development 
Association are co-operating with the Ministry and are exhibition 
organizing agents for them. 

The prepacking exhibition will open at 10 a.m. on October 7, at 
the New Hall, The Royal Horticultural Society, London, S.W.1, and 
close at 6 p.m. on October 9. An international conference on prepacking 
is to take place in London in conjunction with the exhibition during 
the same week. Delegates from Europe will be attending. About 11,000 
square feet of stand space is available. Letting will be on a commercial 
basis, and the price per square foot is expected to be about £1, to 
include stand shells. Central theme of the exhibition is planned as 
‘Prepacking from field to consumer.’ Displays of commercially pre- 
packed produce will also be arranged. ‘ 

In a speech at the annual luncheon of the Produce Prepacking 
Development Association, held in London on January 29, Mr. 
Joseph Godber, M.P., Joint Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry 
of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food, said that internationally there was 
a close and lively interest in the development of prepacking as a 
means of increasing sales of horticultural products and giving a wider 
service to the public. He was looking forward to the exhibition as a 
real opportunity for Britain to show her fellow European countries, 
and America too, what we in this country could do. ‘It is a compli- 
ment,’ said Mr. Godber, ‘that European friends should have asked 
us to do this job on their behalf; and with your help we shall show our 
appreciation by ensuring that it is a resounding success.’

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British Pavilion at Brussels Exhibition is Now Nearing Completion 





The exterior of the British Pavilion at the Brussels Exhibition is now nearing completion as can be seen in this picture taken a week or so ago. The 
outside walls of the steel framed pavilion are entirely of glass. The total cost of the building will be £400,000 all of which has been subscribed by 
British industry, and it will provide over 60,000 square feet of indoor exhibition space. 


THE CONSIDERABLE PROGRESS which has been made on the build- 
ing of the British Industry Pavilion at the Brussels Universal and 
International Exhibition, to be held from April 17 to October 19 
this year (see Board of Trade Journal of October 25 and November 8, 
1957), was described at a press conference in London on January 30. 
This is the first international exhibition to be held in Europe since 
the war. Between 35 and 50 million visitors are expected to attend. 


Sir Norman Kipping, Director-General of the Federation of British 
Industries, told the conference that the two main elements, the 
Government Pavilion and British Industry Pavilion, were structurally 
complete. The finishing trades — electricians, painters and plasterers — 
were now in possession and space was being progressively handed 
over to display contractors. 


Sir Norman went on to say that by international agreement no 
motor cars would be shown. The world motor industry considered 
the existing series of international motor shows was sufficient. So 
far as aircraft were concerned, here again the United Kingdom in- 
dustry thought that the annual Farnborough Show attracted enough 
international interest and did not think it worthwhile displaying a 
number of small models. It was obviously impracticable to display 
ships, although Britain’s maritime tradition would, of course, be 
emphasized. ‘Quite a number of exhibitors have taken the prospect 
of the European Common Market into account,’ said Sir Norman, 
‘and have taken advantage of the exhibition to learn all that they can 
about European tastes and display methods and attitudes.’ 


Engineering Exhibits 

It was stated that although it will be impossible to provide space 
for all engineering firms in the Industrial Pavilion, the exhibits shown 
should give a good impression both of the diversity of British engineer- 
ing and of the export potentialities of an industry which, taken as a 
whole, now accounted for almost 40 per cent. of all British exports 
as compared with about one-quarter of the total before the war. 
(During 1957 engineering exports totalled about £1,280 million.) 


Among the engineering firms represented will be Clarke, Chapman 


& Company Limited, who will occupy one-half of Site K4 in the 
British Pavilion. Their stand will be devoted almost entirely to the 
display of marine auxiliaries. 


As the range of such products is very extensive, the system of using 
working models and photographs for display has been adopted. 
These models are exact replicas on a smaller scale of the machine 
they represent, and they have been manufactured by the company. 
They include a quarter-scale model of a self-contained electrically- 
driven worm and spur geared ships’ anchor mooring windlass suitable 
for a vessel of approximately 8,000 tons; and a sixteenth-scale model 
of an electrically-driven double drum winch as used for operating the 
cages in coalmines, including the mine head gantry with the two cage- 
lifting wires leading from the drums over the pulley wheels at the 
head of the gantry and down through the plinth. All the safety devices 
associated with this type of machine are shown, internal illumination 
and transparent doors permitting the public to view the gears in 
operation. 


Steam driven equipment will include a quarter-scale model of a 
totally enclosed splash lubricated steam anchor and mooring windlass 
having roller bowstoppers, and an eighth-scale model of a steam 
vertical duplex compound cargo oil pump. (The action of the pump 
can be observed and the model includes a reservoir so that the pumping 
cycle is demonstrated.) All models are arranged to run at an inter- 
mittent duty/rest cycle to suit the extensive period of the exhibition. 


Nuclear Propulsion 


Rolls-Royce Limited will have on show a representative range of 
their products, with the exception of the motor car. All four types of 
the company’s civil aero engines will be exhibited: Dart, Avon, 
Conway and Tyne, engines which have been chosen by British, 
American, Dutch and French airframe builders for their most modern 
aircraft. 

British development of nuclear propulsion by private industry 


will be shown by a diagram of a typical marine installation. Rolls- 
Royce have had a nuclear research team working for some time, and 
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Brussels Exhibition (Continued) 


have designed and built the first nuclear reactor to be put into opera- 
tion in Britain by a private company. 


A Rolls-Royce Dart aero engine will also be shown in the British 
Government Pavilion, representing Britain’s lead in the development 
of the prop-jet for civil aviation. The Dart, in the Vickers Viscount, 
was the first, and for four years the only, prop-jet engine in airline 
service. 

Renold Chains Limited will be showing a selection from their 
range of roller transmission chains, standard stock series chain drives, 
and A.S.A. roller chain drives. The Coventry Mark 5 steel roller 
chains (malleable replacement series), with special attachments and 
wheels, will be included, together with chain and flexible couplings, 
chain tools, and the newly-introduced sprag clutch. Cycle, moped 
and motorcycle chains, and automobile timing chains, will also be 
prominently displayed. 


A special feature on the stand will be a multi-lingual sound system 
whereby visitors, by pressing the appropriate button, will be given 
a summary of the company’s products in any one of five languages. 


The Agricultural Engineers Association Ltd. will occupy an area 
of nearly 800 sq. ft. and include over 100 large coloured reproductions 
of some of the more outstanding types of British agricultural tractors 
and machinery now manufactured in this country, together with a 
series of nine specially drawn decorative maps of different parts of the 
world, showing tractor populations and principal crops and farming 
systems. 


British agricultural machinery is exported to more than 100 
different countries. Great Britain is now not only the most highly 
mechanized farming country in the world, but also the leading exporter 
of agricultural tractors and power farming machinery. 


The British Timken Ltd. display will consist of a wide range of 
products from a four-row rolling mill tapered roller bearing weighing 
34 tons down to miniature bearings. They will include railway wagon 
bearing units, railway axle and cannon boxes, and a sectioned propeller 
of the Viscount, cut away to show the specially designed tapered 
— bearings which British Timken supply for the Rotol propeller 

es. 


An interesting feature displayed on the stand will be miniature 
bearings produced by Fischer Bearings Company Limited, a sub- 
sidiary of British Timken. The smallest miniature bearing manu- 
factured by F.B.C. weighs approximately 1/1,000th of an ounce, 
whilst the largest bearing manufactured by British Timken Limited 
weighs over 44 tons, a difference in weight of 161,280,000 times. -

The British light and medium engineering industries will be repre- 
sented by the products of some 85 firms which will be displayed on 
the stand of the Engineering Centre, Birmingham.

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Questions Asked and Answered 
in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry asked and 
answered in Parliament. 


Wednesday January 29 
Anti-dumping Duties 

The President of the Board of Trade, Sir David Eccles, was asked 
what action had so far been taken to protect specific British industries 
against dumping under the provisions of the Anti-Dumping Act; 
what applications for such protection were now under consideration ; 
and what was the position with regard to such applications. 

The President replied that an Order imposing an anti-dumping 
duty on polymethylsiloxane fluids manufactured by a particular firm 
im France came into force on January 7. An application for an anti- 
dumping duty on lighter flints imported from the Federal Republic 
of Germany and Austria was publicly advertised on December 13, 
1957. Representations resulting from this were now being examined. 
Seven other applications for anti-dumping duties had been made by 
industries in the United Kingdom and were under preliminary 
examination; it would not be appropriate to give details of them at 
this stage. 

Thursday January 30 
Pre-packed Foods and Soap Powders 

Asked what consideration had been given in the interests of con- 
sumers to see that all pre-packed foods and soap powders were sold 
in pounds or simple fractions of a pound, the Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Board of Trade, Mr. F. J. Erroll, said the President was now 
consulting the interests concerned about his proposal to add certain 
foodstuffs to those which must be sold only in specified weights. It 
would not be practicable to extend this to all prepacked foodstuffs. 
There was no power under existing legislation to apply such a pro- 
vision to soap powders. 


Trade with Nigeria 

A Member asked if the President was aware that British trade and 
commerce with Nigeria was confronted with growing competition 
there from Western Germany, Italy, Japan, Holland, India and other 
countries; and what steps he was taking to maintain and develop 
British trade and commerce in and with Nigeria. 

The Minister of State, Board of Trade, Mr. John Vaughan-Morgan, 
replied: “Yes. Our exporters have to contend with keen competition 
in Nigeria and indeed in most markets nowadays. I intend to visit 
Nigeria in March to see for myself what further steps can be taken to 
expand our trade there.’ 


Friday January 31 
The President was asked to give the number of string, or string-type, 
woollen gloves imported from Hong Kong during each month of 1957. 
He_replied that string, or string-type, gloves were not separately 
distinguished in the United Kingdom trade returns but imports of 
gloves (including knitted, etc., gloves and mittens) other than those 
of fabric or leather from Hong Kong were:

import Controls 

A Member asked the President what proportion by value of our 
dollar and non-dollar imports, respectively, were subject to import 
controls. 

Mr. Vaughan-Morgan said it was estimated that about a third of 
our imports from the dollar area and about 5 per cent. from other 
sources were subject to quantitative restriction. 


Tuesday February 4 


Factories for Parts of Lindsey 

The President was asked how many new factories or factory 
extensions were planned for Parts of Lindsey during 1958; and how 
many were constructed in 1957. 


Mr. Erroll replied that twenty-one new factories or factory exten- 
sions, of over 5,000 square feet, were known to be under construction 
at the end of December 1957. Industrial Development Certificates 
had been issued for a further nineteen, but construction had not 
started. Twenty-six factories or factory extensions were known to 
have been completed in 1957. 


Marking of Retail Prices on Goods 

A Member asked the President if he was aware that household 
goods sold in tins and packages did not always bear an intimation of 
the price, that this gave opportunity for variety in price demanded 
for the same kind of goods in different shops, and that this opened the 
door to fraud and injustice; and if he would now make a regulation 
making it illegal to sell goods in tins or package without any intimation 
of the retail price at which such goods might be sold. 

Mr. Erroll said ‘Yes, Sir.’ He added that the President had neither 
the power nor the inclination to prevent competition among retailers. 


Representation in Sierra Leone 


Asked how many British trade commissioners there were in Sierra 
Leone; what was the scope of their work; and if the President was 
satisfied that this branch of the service was sufficiently staffed there, 
Mr. John Vaughan-Morgan said there was at present no Trade 
Commissioner in Sierra Leone. The Trade Commissioner in Accra 
was responsible for dealing with trade matters arising in Sierra Leone 
and the Director of Commerce and Industry of the Sierra Leone 
Government acted as his local representative. The President was, 
however, reviewing this arrangement and he was considering a proposal 
that a Trade Commissioner’s office should be opened in Freetown. 


Guide to 4,000 British Hotels 


The 1958 edition of ‘Hotels and Restaurants in the British Isles’ 
is now available. Over 4,000 establishments in England, Scotland, 
Wales and Northern Ireland, with full details of their tariffs and 
services, are listed in this year’s volume. The publication is exceptional 
in that no payment is accepted from hotels for their inclusion and no 
advertisements are accepted from the hotel and catering industry. 
Thus the compilers observe complete impartiality in their selection, 
suitability for the tourist and holidaymaker being their sole criterion. 

The guide, which includes 16 pages of sectional maps of Britain 
and Northern Ireland, maps of central London, the London hotel 
areas and well-known tourist areas, is published by the British Travel 
and Holidays Association, 64 St. James’s Street, London, $.W.1.

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Production of Man-made Fibres 
in 1957 


PRODUCTION OF MAN-MADE FIBRES was 3 per cent. greater in 
1957 than in 1956. The increase of staple fibre was slightly more than 
of continuous filament yarn. Towards the end of the year there was 
some decline in the rate of output. Output in December was 4 per 
cent. less than a year earlier. 


Home deliveries of continuous filament yarn were more in 1957 
than in 1956 but in the fourth quarter were less than in the same 
quarter of the previous year when deliveries of yarn for industrial 
purposes increased by 16 per cent., but there was a reduction of 13 per 
cent. in deliveries to the weaving industry. 


Staple fibre deliveries in 1957 to the home market were also more 
than in 1956 but 6 per cent. less in the fourth quarter of 1957 than in 
the corresponding period of 1956 when deliveries for cotton and wool 
spinning were considerably reduced.

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Domestic Furniture Deliveries 
in December 


ACCORDING TO RETURNS received up to February 3, the estimated 
value of deliveries of furniture and upholstery in the calendar month 
of December was £10.1 million, £1.0 million less than for the month 
of November, but £0.9 million more than the figure for December, 
1956. When sales of furniture by firms in the bedding industry are 
taken into consideration the quarterly estimate amounts to £33-8 
million, an increase of £1-8 million (6 per cent.) over the fourth 
quarter of 1956 and of £8-9 million (8 per cent.) over the whole vear. 


It should be borne in mind, however, that these estimates are 
based on a smaller number of returns than usual, and should be 
regarded as provisional. Final and more detailed figures will be 
published as soon as possible. 


The quarterly index shown below is based on the value of deliveries 
at constant 1948 prices, no allowance being made for the number of 
working days in the period: the monthly index is based on the weekly 
rate of deliveries, a 5}-day working week being assumed for the 
industry, but again no allowance has been made for the influence of 
statutory and other holidays.

How Automation is being Adapted to 
North American Industry 


A report on visits to industrial, commercial and research establish- 
ments in North America has been published on behalf of the Depart- 
ment of Scientific and Industrial Research.* It is the result of six 
months’ visit by a D.S.I.R. staff engineer to factories in the United 
States and Canada, covering 12 different industries. 


It gives a picture of a representative section of the engineering 
industries in North America — though others such as meat processing 
and plywood manufacture are included — and should serve as a useful 


companion to the report on automation issued by D.S.1.R. in May 
1956. 


The author shows how the principles of automation have been 
rapidly adapted to practical use. Of outstanding interest is a description 
of the Chrysler Corporation’s engine plant at Detroit, which is 
probably the most modern works of its type in the American motor 
industry. In this factory engines axe tested automatically. This is done 
in a separate bay with 72 test stands, where a whole series of operations 
are performed without human interference.

Transport Statistics 


The United Nations’ Economic Commission for Europe have now 
published their eighth ‘Annual Bulletin of Transport Statistics for 
Europe, 1956.’ The main tables are similar to those published in the 
1955 issue except that seven tables regarding railway rolling stock 
have been condensed into three. There are four appendices: Some 
considerations on the growth in the numbers of private cars; a note 
on the determination of the proportion of the cost of roads to be 
ascribed to motor vehicles and its distribution among those vehicles; 
statistics of population in European countries in 1956; and sources 
and coverage of the main statistics published in the Bulletin. The 
book states that the only construction of new railway lines, involving 
more than a short length, completed during the year was in 
Czechoslovakia. Construction of new lines was proceeding in Norway, 
Spain, Turkey, U.S.S.R. and Yugoslavia.

StX OF THE more important British Standards newly published 
are reviewed below.

Wire Ropes for Colliery Winding, Wire Ropes for Cranes and 
Excavators and general Engineering Purposes, Wire 
Ropes for Colliery Haulage 


Two of these revised wire rope standards relate to an end product 
for use in collieries; the other standard (B.S. 302 and 621 — published 
under one cover) is for ropes to be used for general engineering 
purposes. B.S. 236 incorporates extensive amendments to the text 
of the earlier (1946) edition; and all the tables have been revised. 

It specifies requirements for steel wire ropes of Lang’s lay or 
Ordinary lay from } in. to 2} in. diameter in the following construc- 
tions: round strand-6 x 7, 6 X 19, 6 x 37; flattened strand — 
6 = 7 triangular core, Group II F, Group III F. 

Two tensile ranges are specified for the wire: 100/110 tons/sq. in. 
and 110/120 tons/sq. in. Full test requirements are specified and data 
on construction, breaking strengths and weights are presented in 
tabular form. 

The first of the standard’s appendices provides the user with 
guidance on: galvanizing, size of outer wires, storage, uncoiling and 
handling, installation and maintenance. It is followed by 11 items 
of information to be given, when necessary, with the inquiry or order; 
and a complementary appendix lists six items of information to be 
given by the manufacturer, if requested. The standard ends with 
three pages of illustrations of cross sections of typical ropes.

The first of the standard’s appendices provides the user with

, drum and pulley grooves, angle of lead, factor of safety, 
splicing, terminal fittings, storage, uncoiling and handling, installation 
and maintenance. As with B.S. 236, this guidance is followed by lists 
of information to be supplied by purchaser and supplier, and by 
illustrations of cross sections of typical ropes. 

Requirements for steel wire ropes of Lang’s lay or Ordinary lay 
from $ in. to 2} in. diameter are specified by B.S. 330 in the following 
constructions: round strand-6 x 7; flattened strand-6 x 7 tri- 

core, Group II F. 

Two tensile ranges are specified for the wire: 100/110 tons/sq. in. 
and 110/120 tons/sq. in., but a third range of 80/90 tons/sq. in. is 
included for the round strand 6 x 7 and the flattened strand Group I F. 
Full testing requirements are specified, and data on construction, 
breaking strengths and weights are presented in tabular form. 

The first of the standard’s three appendices provides the user with 
guidance on: galvanizing, size of outer wires, storage, uncoiling and 
handling, installation and maintenance. As with B.S. 236 and B.S. 
302 and 621, this guidance is followed by lists of information to be 
supplied by purchaser and supplier, and by illustrations of typical 
cross-sections of ropes.

British-made Plywood for Marine Craft 


Examples of the marine craft to which this revised British Standard 
(B.S. 1088:1957) refers are rowing and sailing dinghies, motor and 
sailing cabin cruisers for use in fresh and salt water, and some of the 
lighter ships used by the Services. For such vessels the standard sets 
out technical requirements for plywood untreated with pre- 
servatives for use as a material of construction. Note: The 
standard is also applicable to plywood for superstructures exposed 
to weather in steel-built vessels; but where the material is to be used 
for panelling doors, furniture, etc., it should preferably comply with 
B.S. 1455, ‘British-made plywood for general purposes.’ 


The standard has been prepared to mect the average requirements 
of boat builders; hence the value of the subjects discussed in the 
‘Introduction,’ which include: bonding; choice of timber species; 
possible preservative treatment; strengt!:; quality of workmanship; 
and warranty. 

Thirty-four definitions of terms relating to the manufacture of 
plywood are followed by detailed requirements, some of which deal 
with: Species of timber — properties of commonly used timbers are 
tabulated. Manufacturing defects — limit; are specified for blisters, 
pleats and overlaps, gaps and open joints. Marking — ‘B.S. 1088” is 
one of three marks to appear near the ecige of each board. Tests - 
dealing with quality of adhesive, bondin:: in the plywood, moisture 
content. There are eight quarto-size illustrations, six of which are 
photographs of various ‘bond qualities.’ P vice 10s. 


Chromium Nickel Austenitic Steel Electrodes for Manual 
Arc-welding 

The need for this new British Standard (B.S. 2926:1957) was felt 
after the publication of the two standards dealing with covered elec- 
trodes for the metal-arc welding of mild steel and medium high tensile 
structural steel- B.S. 639 and B.S. 2549. (Another ‘electrodes’ 
standard, B.S. 2493, is at present being revised to meet the need for 
a wider range of the lower alloy steel electrodes.) 

In Part I, the method of identifying the electrodes is based on eight 
code letters, each of which relates to a specified chemical composition 
of the deposited weld metal. The suffix ‘-L’ or ‘-R’ is used in con- 
junction with the code letters, according to whether an electrode is 
suitable for d.c., or a.c. and d.c., welding. 

The marking clause requires each bundle or package of electrodes 
to be clearly marked with eight separate items of information — the 
‘code marking’ and a certification of the ‘electrodes’ conformity to the 
standard being among them.

ECUADOR HAS a total population of 3,785,000 and the average income 
per head is 165 U.S. dollars per annum. These figures show at once 
that Ecuador cannot, at present, constitute a large market for any 
commodities. It should be remembered, however, that her economy 
is mainly agricultural and that the only manufacturing industries of 
any account yet established in the country are textiles (chiefly cotton, 
but also, on a smaller scale, rayon, silk and wool), cement, pharma- 
ceuticals and cheap ceramics. 

Thus there is a definite demand for imported manufactured goods, 
including motor vehicles of all sorts; civil aircraft for use within the 
country, including the high altitude areas; agricultural machinery 
(the main crops are bananas, cocoa, coffee, maize, wheat, barley, 
sugar, rice and cotton); machinery for textile works, printing, road- 
making and mining; electric motors, transformers, generators, etc.; 
iron and steel sheets, rods, angles, tubes and rails, and wire; synthetic 
fibres; rubber tyres; and certain chemicals. Some goods, of which a 
summarized list is given at the end of this article may not be imported 
at present. But for all commodities that do not figure on the prohibited 
list, the market is open to all foreign countries (except Japan) on an 
equal footing, and there are no import quotas. 

British trade with Ecuador was handicapped by the imposition in 
August 1956 of customs surcharges on goods from certain countries, 
including the United Kingdom, which were selling more to Ecuador 
than they were buying from her. Fortunately, however, these sur- 


charges were removed in May 1957 (except for goods coming from 
Japan) and there should now be opportunities for British exports to 
Ecuador to increase — if enterprise at least equal to that of our European 
competitors is shown. German exports have been running at twice the 
figure of British exports for the last three years; and Belgium sold 
considerably more to Ecuador in 1956 than we did, even though she 
also was for a time affected by the customs surcharges. The United 
States takes the lion’s share of Ecuador’s trade, supplying 51-96 per 
cent. of her imports in 1956 and purchasing 59-45 per cent. of her 
exports. 


Aids to Selling 


To achieve success in the Ecuadorean market — a highly competitive 
one, since Ecuador is a dollar account country — British firms should 
take note of the following points which, though fairly obvious, cannot 
be too often restated. It will be immensely advantageous if personal 
relations can be established with agents and importers; a visit to 
Ecuador by a fully qualified, Spanish-speaking representative should 
therefore be regarded as practically indispensable by any firm hoping 
to do a sizeable volume of business. Catalogues and technical literature 
should of course be in the Spanish language and use the metric 
system, and prices should be quoted in United States dollars, c.i.f. 
Guayaquil. 


In the case of firms supplying motor vehicles or anything mechanical, 
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Ecuador’s Market (Continued) 


the importance of providing spare parts, as a factor in sales promotion, 
cannot be exaggerated. Local mechanics are able, by and large, to 
effect repairs reasonably efficiently if the right spare parts are available. 
Turning to the market itself, there is no doubt that low prices and, 
when possible, credit terms, are far more important selling points 
than quality. A final point for British exporters to bear in mind is that 
there are very few concerns in Ecuador with large enough financial 
resources to carry large stocks. On the other hand, firms can be found 
which are well connected, able to watch the market and place 
substantial orders from time to time on a commission basis. The fact 
that there may not be a regular, steady demand for certain commodities 
in Ecuador should not lead British exporters to think that there is no 
market at all. 


One of the advantages of trade with Ecuador is the stability of the 
currency. The official value of the sucre has been maintained for 
several years at 15-15 to the United States dollar and the free market 
rate, with temporary fluctuations, at roughly 17-50 sucres to the dollar. 
The Monetary Board, set up in 1948, and which meets throughout 
the year regardless of whether or not Congress is sitting, continues 
its task of safeguarding the national currency. Another advantage of 
trading with Ecuador is that the grant of an import licence guarantees 
the freeing of the required foreign exchange. 


Capital Development 


Ecuador’s economy has not expanded since 1954, and it is in fact 
doubtful whether any notable expansion may be expected unless new 
industries manufacturing goods for export can be established. The 
exports that count, at the present day, are bananas, cocoa and coffee 
and even if production of these could be increased, there might be 
difficulty in marketing the extra quantities. Thus Ecuador’s ability 
to import is unlikely to grow in the immediate future; but her reliance 
on foreign suppliers, e.g. of consumer goods, will at least not be 
diminished. For her capital development projects, on the other hand, 
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Ecuador is receiving generous help from outside. The International 
Bank has already granted the following loans: 8-5 million dollars for 
new roads in the Guayaquil area, 10 million dollars for electricity 
works and plant for Quito, 14-5 million dollars for further road 
construction and 600,000 dollars for railway equipment and re- 
organization. The Export-Import Bank has lent very large sums, 
mainly for highways and extensions of airfields, European countries 
have granted big credits for items such as railway locomotives and 
rolling-stock, and the United States Government have recently lent 
two million dollars for the development of Santo Domingo, a town on 
the western slopes of the Sierra in the midst of very fertile country. 


With all this financial assistance, many new roads will be built in 
Ecuador in the next few years, new electric plants will be installed and, 
in a number of provincial towns, new houses, and drinking-water 
and sewerage systems will be constructed. New centres of population 
may be expected to grow up along the new roads and along the recently 
completed San Lorenzo-Ibarra railway. Britain should be able to get 
a share of the consulting business as well as of the supply of equipment 
and materials. Competition will, however, be fierce and it is highly 
probable that the contracts will go to those firms which take the trouble 
to send a senior representative to Ecuador and are able to grant credit 
terms. 


Oil Prospecting in Fresh Regions 


Ecuador’s main hope for increasing her wealth lies perhaps in oil 
production. Oil is still being obtained from the coastal areas and new 
concessions have recently been granted for oil prospecting in fresh 
regions of the coastal plain. By far the most important concession, 
however, is that granted to a new Ecuadorean subsidiary of the 
Leonard Company of Canada for prospecting over 10 million hectares 
in the Oriente (eastern slopes of the Andes). If oil is found in adequate 
quantities, the plan is believed to be to pump it over the Andes to a new 
refinery to be set up on the Ecuadorean coast whence it could be

shipped abroad. The search has not yet begun; if it succeeds, and the 
projected pipe-line is constructed, there should be a vast increase in 
revenue for Ecuador, and in her ability to buy from abroad, and some 
attractive business possibilities for various engineering and construc- 
tional industries. That, however, is looking rather far ahead. 


Import and Exchange Control 


The main items of which the import into Ecuador is prohibited are 
metal furniture, rugs and carpets, ready-made clothing, chocolates 
and all sugar confectionery, biscuits and other foodstuffs, rum and 
all soft drinks. 


Goods which may be imported are classified under two headings: 
List I, essentials and semi-essentials; and List II, luxuries and semi- 
luxuries. Importers may obtain import licences for List I goods by 
applying to the Central Bank and making the following advance 
payments: 

(a) a stamp tax of 5 per cent. of the value of the goods; 


(b) 3 per cent. of the f.o.b. value, in respect of Consular Fees 
(the amount that has to be deposited in advance is being 
progressively reduced.) 


Importers may obtain import licences for List II goods by applying 
to the Central Bank and making the following advance payments: 


(a) the full amount (c.i.f.) of the order, in foreign exchange 
bought on the free market; 


(b) 3 per cent. of the f.o.b. value in respect of Consular fees (the 
amount of the prior deposit is being progressively reduced, as 
in the case of List I goods). 


(c) a stamp tax of 10 per cent. of the c.i.f. value of the goods.

Sterling Trade Still 


Quarter 


EXPORTS FROM ALL STERLING COUNTRIES in the third quarter 
of 1957 continued to expand at the same rate as in the first half of 
the year (7 per cent. compared with a year earlier). Total exports 
from the United Kingdom as recorded increased more in the third 
quarter than in the first half of the year, 7 per cent. by value and 
3 per cent. by volume compared with the same period a year earlier. 
Allowing for the delays in shipping on account of the Suez difficulties 
in the third quarter of 1956, the underlying rate was probably not 
increasing and fell sharply in the fourth quarter. 

Exports from the overseas sterling area* (excluding Middle East 
oil) continued to expand in the third quarter of last year at a rate 
only slightly less than in the first half year (7 per cent. compared with 
the third quarter of 1956). It is very difficult to judge trends in trade 
from third quarter figures since exports of several important com- 
modities are seasonally negligible or very low, but it is clear that the 
recent falls in many commodity prices were not fully reflected in 
sterling shipments in this period. 


Later figures will be influenced especially by the decline in wool 
prices, and in rubber and sugar prices, together with the continued 
decline in the fourth quarter in prices of copper and tin. In the third 
quarter, half the increase of £64 million compared with the third 
quarter of 1956 was due to exports of wool and sugar which were 
higher both in volume and average value. Shipments of hides and 
skins and of fruit were also high. 


Exports of copper, though unchanged in volume compared with 
the third quarter of 1956, earned 30 per cent. less, while the value of 
exports of dairy products fell by 22 per cent. and of wheat (owing 
to lower shipments) by 54 per cent. These movements on the whole 
continue the trends evident in the first half of the year, and an analysis 
of changes between the first nine months of 1956 and 1957 gives 
much the same picture as did the comparisons of the half years. The 
major increase was for wool supplemented by higher earnings from 
sugar, meat, diamonds and manganese, while the main commodities 
earning less in the first six months last year were copper, dairy products 
and wheat. 

Colonial exports (which, as recorded here include the trade of the 
Federation of Malaya as well as Singapore, but not the inter-trade 
of the two countries) were not much higher in the first nine months 
of 1957 than in 1956, exports from Malaya as 2 whole showing little 
change while those from Hong Kong fell, and were still low in the 
third quarter. The main increase was in West Indian shipments of 
sugar and Trinidad oil, and total exports from there continued to be 
pe 20 per cent. higher in the third quarter of last year than a year 
earlier. 

The rate of increase of Australian exports which had been 35 per 
cent. in the first half of 1957 slackened off in the third quarter and 
provisional figures for the second half of the year show practically 
no increase compared with the second half of 1956, as was to be ex- 
pected with the fall in the wool cheque, the difficulties with the wheat 
crop and the poor market for dairy products and lead. New Zealand’s 
exports still showed some expansion in the third quarter, but with 
her concentration on wool and dairy products, prospects are not 
encouraging. 

South Africa’s exports (excluding gold and uranium) in the third 
quarter were much the same as in the third quarter of 1956, and fourth 
quarter figures are below those of 1956, compared with a rate of 
increase of 13 per cent. for the first half of 1957. Indian exports also 
did well in the first nine months of the year, with an increase of 15 per 
cent. — tea earnings have not risen much, but exports of cotton and

jute piece-goods, manganese and iron ore were increasing, at least 
in the first half of the year. 


Pakistan exports, depending very largely on raw cotton and raw 
jute, were below those in the first nine months of 1956, and were 
particularly low in the third quarter of 1957. Ghana’s exports were 
improving in the second and third quarters with the revival in cocoa 
prices but with the continued slump in copper Rhodesia’s earnings 
remained relatively low.

Table A shows the percentage increases in exports from the United 
Kingdom and the rest of the sterling area to different markets between 
the first nine months of 1956 and 1957. In inter-sterling trade, United 
Kingdom exports to the rest of the sterling area were fairly high -in 
the third quarter, but the increase of 6 per cent. for exports to the 
sterling area from overseas sterling countries is due mainly to a 13 per 
cent. rise in inter-trade of the latter. Much of this is due to the high 
exports of rice to India from Burma, who consequently sent much 
less to Japan this year. 


Sterling area exports to the non-sterling world continued to expand 
at a high rate in the third quarter. Compared with trade expansion 
in the first half year, exports from the rest of the sterling area to the 
dollar area rose substantially, while the rate of expansion of exports 
to ‘other countries’ fell. This led to the sterling area as a whole showing 
similar rates of increase for all non-sterling destinations in the first 
nine months of last year. 


Sterling Imports 


Imports into sterling countries as a whole were 10 per cent. higher 
in the third quarter of 1957 than in the third quarter of 1956, com-_ 
pared with a 7 per cent. expansion in the first half of the year. United 
Kingdom third quarter imports were rising at about the same rate 
by value as earlier in the year, but whereas the underlying rate of 
increase by volume was very slight in the first half of the year, the 
fall in commodity prices meant that by September it had become 
4 or 5 per cent. 


Imports into the rest of the sterling area continued at a very high 
level in the third quarter of 1957, giving an increase of 10 per cent. 
for the nine months, about half the increase being due to higher 
prices. The most significant change in the third quarter trend among 
individual countries was the increase in Australian imports following 
the relaxation of restrictions earlier in the year. Provisional fourth 
quarter figures confirm this trend, although the level of imports in 
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the second half of the year was still well below that of 1955. India 
continued to import at a high rate in the third quarter, giving an 
increase of 25 per cent. between the first nine months of 1956 and 1957. 
Apart from the time lag before import restrictions imposed at the 
beginning of 1957 could become effective, India has had to import 
food more heavily than in recent years. 


Except for Nigeria and Eire, all other sterling territories continued 
to import at a high rate in the third quarter, giving annual rates of 
increase for the first nine months ranging generally from 8 to 15 per 
cent. Preliminary figures for October and November 1957 show that 
Rhodesia was still importing at a high rate. 


Sources of Sterling Area Imports 


Table B shows the rates of change of imports into sterling countries 
in the first nine months of 1957. The sterling area continued to draw 
most of its increased supplies from non-sterling sources.

The rate of increase of dollar imports had fallen off a little since 
the first half of the year but was still very high. Imports into the rest 
of the sterling area from O.E.E.C. countries and other non-sterling 
countries grew rather faster in the third quarter. Estimates of imports 
by country into the rest of the sterling area show that while imports 
from the United Kingdom rose by 4 per cent. between the first nine 
months of 1956 and 1957, those from all the main manufacturing 
countries rose by 8 per cent. At least there are signs that our competitive 
position in the area may have improved a little in the third quarter 
although the period is too short to establish whether this signifies a 
change of trend. 


Imports of Manufactured Goods 


An article, “Trade of the Overseas Sterling Area,’ in the December 
issue of ‘Economic Trends’ gave more detail than has hitherto been 
available on the commodity pattern of the imports (and exports) of 
the overseas sterling area. A table similar to table 5 in that article, 
showing the exports of the main manufacturing countries to the area, 
appears in this summary as Table 8, and includes figures for the first 
half of 1957, except for Japan for which only annual statistics can 
be given. 


Comparing the increase in trade between the first halves of 1956 
and 1957, the sharp rise in manufacturing countries exports of food 
and basic materials to the area came mainly from North America 
and includes high exports of grain to India. Exports of manufactured 
goods rose by 7 per cent., with increases ranging from 9 to 17 per 
cent. for all the groups shown except textiles, which changed little 
and transport equipment, exports of which fell by 8 per cent. Exports 
of transport equipment by the United Kingdom fell to about the same 
extent, and those from North America were also relatively low, but 
other O.E.E.C. countries increased their sales. Otherwise the United 
Kingdom increases between the first halves of 1956 and 1957 in 
exports to the sterling area have almost kept pace with those of other 
countries in each group except miscellaneous manufactures (which 
here includes metal manufactures). For this group United Kingdom 
sales fell a little while those of the rest of Europe and North America 
rose considerably. 
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Statistical Notes 


Charts. In future charts will only be included with the annual 
trade article. 


Exports of North American and O.E.E.C. countries to the 
Sterling Area. A revised form of this table (8) is included in this 
issue and will in future be published at six-monthly intervals. 


Sources. Most of the tables have been compiled by the Statistics 
Division of the Board of Trade from the publications of the United 
Kingdom and other sterling and Commonwealth countries or from 
material made available specially through the co-operation of those 
countries. The data on commodity prices has been compiled by 
the Central Statistical Office in collaboration with other Government 
departments. 

Since the tables of trade are based on the statistics compiled by the 
individual countries of the area, the methods and definitions differ in 
detail from country to country. The notes which follow indicate the 
main differences. Further information on the trade definitions used 
by Commonwealth countries and more detailed figures are given in 
the ‘Statistical Abstract for the Commonwealth and Sterling Area’ for 
1956 and the ‘Digest of Colonial Statistics.’ 


System of Trade. In the main the statistics relate to total imports 
and exports, including re-exports; the principal exceptions are 
Jordan and Gambia (imports for consumption), Trinidad and Tobago, 
Iraq and Iceland (imports for consumption and exports of home 
produced goods). 


Valuation. Exports are generally f.o.b. Imports of most countries 
are valued c.i.f., the principal exceptions being imports into Australia, 
Union of South Africa and the Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasaland, 
which are valued f.o.b. 


Coverage. The term ‘imports (or exports) of the sterling area’ in 
table 1 means the sum total of the imports (or exports) recorded by 
each of the sterling countries. It therefore includes the trade of 
sterling countries with other sterling countries — the ‘inter-sterling 
area trade,’ but excludes trade between Singapore and the Federation 
of Malaya for which statistics are not available. Except in so far as the 
trade is recorded by partner countries the figures do not cover the 
trade in oil and other commodities of the British protected states in 
the Persian Gulf, or exports of oil from Iraq, which amounted to 
(£ million) 80 in 1952, 120 in 1953, 156 in 1954, 168 in 1955 and 157 
in 1956. The statistics of sterling area exports therefore exclude 
exports of Middle East oil. 


Certain adjustments of figures as recorded in the national returns 
have been made to secure greater uniformity of treatment. Thus the 
statistics relate to merchandise trade only; silver bullion has been 
included in merchandise, but silver coin, gold coin and bullion, gold 
ores, unworked and partly worked gold are excluded. Gold bullion, 
semi-processed gold and material exported under the Atomic Energy 
Act are excluded from South Africa’s exports. Certain imports of 
foodgrains into India, amounting to £2,685,000, are excluded in 
the fiscal year 1952-53 through lack of detailed information. Wherever 
practicable, transit and transhipment trade and ships’ stores (including 
coal and other fuel) whether for foreign or national vessels, have been 
excluded. Where tables have been compiled from publications of the 
O.E.E.C. the definitions used in those publications apply. 


Definition of ‘Colonies’ and ‘Other’ (Table 1). The sterling 
area is analysed into three constituent parts: the United Kingdom; 
the United Kingdom Colonies; all other sterling area countries. 
This last constituent part thus includes the independent sterling 
countries and their dependencies and the Channel Islands; the 
Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasaland is included in this group. 
As Ghana is now independent, Table 1 has been adjusted to give 
comparable figures throughout, but for technical reasons no adjustment 
has yet been made for the Federation of Malaya which attained 
independence on August 31, 1957. The phrase ‘Rest of the Sterling 
Area’ refers to all sterling area countries except the United Kingdom, 
and thus includes the United Kingdom Colonies. (Table 7.) For a 
detailed list of Colonial territories reference should be made to the 
‘Digest of Colonial Statistics.’ 

Commodity exports (Table 5). Copper -—the figures exclude 
shipments from South West Africa to United States and Belgium 
for which values are not available separately but are included in the

1952, 12 in 1953, 12 in 1954, 21 in 1955, 31 in 1956, and 13 in the 
first half of 1957. Figures in all years for the non-sterling area include 
shipments from Northern Rhodesia of blister copper purchased by the 
United Kingdom but first consigned to non-sterling countries for 
refining. 

Sugar — the value figures for Australia for calendar years have been 
estimated from fiscal year figures prior to the third quarter of 1953.

Figures of imports and 
exports from individual national accounts, particularly in recent 
quarters are, in many instances, provisional and in a few cases it has 
been necessary to estimate trade. Revisions to previously published 
figures are embodied in the tables. Owing to the omission of Middle 
East oil exports and for other reasons, for example differences of 
timing and valuation, the total of inter-sterling area trade measured 
by sterling countries’ imports differs from the total as measured by 
their exports.

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Bristol Merchant’s Successful Initial Visit to the 
United States 


The author of this article is Mr. R. E. Wood, Managing Partner of the Orbit Company, Importers and Exporters, of 
Bristol, who describes a six weeks’ selling tour in some of the larger cities of the United States which he made recently. 


EARLY LN 1957 it was decided that if this company was to get into 
the American market in a large way we would not be able to do it 
from behind an office desk in this country, but would have to go to 
the United States of America and do an intensive tour to study the 
market and meet the buyers of our products. The Board of Trade 
Export Services Branch were extremely helpful in arranging a tour 
and gave very useful advice on my proposed itinerary. It was decided 
to visit the 21 major cities where there were United Kingdom Consular 
Offices. 

Before leaving, I wrote personally to the Consular Officers giving 
them the dates and times I would be in their city and asked them 
whether they could arrange appointments with interested buyers. 
Throughout my tour I was extremely impressed at just what help 
one could get from the Consuls and Commercial Officers. In practically 
every city throughout the United States these officers had a wonderful 
knowledge of the American market, covering all types of goods and 
every aspect of marketing them. In most cities they had a personal 
knowledge of, and, in lots of cases, personal friendships with all the 
leading businessmen. 


Consuls Can Provide Introductions 


The Consuls, in common with most American importers, seemed 
only too pleased to meet and help anybody who is willing to go to the 
United States and find out what the American wants to buy rather 
than attempt to sell him what we already manufacture, which in so 
many cases is unsuitable. If you have a suitable product for the United 
States market, the job of marketing it becomes so much easier when 
a Consul can give you a personal introduction to the President of an 
organization whom he feels can use your goods. This also proves 
invaluable when you are trying to get a true reaction as to the suitability 
of your product. My broad terms of reference were as follows: 

(a) To study the types of men’s shoes that are selling in the United 

States; 
(b) The best method of marketing; and 
(c) Meeting buyers who were interested in receiving our samples 
before a major selling tour in 1958. 
With the help and introductions that were given to me, I found it 
only too easy to achieve all these aims, 

It was illuminating to notice how much information the United 
States businessmen were willing to give you. Any advice they could 
give you ~ even when they knew that you were in competition with 
them — I always found to be accurate and very helpful. 

I asked in my letters to the Consuls if they could arrange any 
publicity, either TV, radio or newspaper. As a consequence of which 
I had four TV and three radio interviews. In each and every case, 
whilst we were on the air the interviewer asked me the name of my 
firm, what I was doing in the United States, and what products we 


manufactured, thus giving useful publicity. I am confident that on 
my next tour more interviews will be arranged. 

A common complaint which I heard from many Consuls in the 
United States was the reluctance of British firms to appoint agents 
or visit other places than New York. One Consul who is in the centre 
of a very large dollar market, told me that in the previous 12 months 
only 13 British businessmen visited them. Too few British exporters 
realize that appointing an agent in New York to cover the whole of 
the United States is similar to appointing an agent in Italy to cover 
Western Europe. 

A tremendous market which is opening up in a heavily populated 
part of the United States is of course around Detroit, Michigan and 
Cleveland, which is getting ready for the big boom which will come 
immediately after the St. Lawrence Waterways is opened. 

Climatic conditions are so varied in the United States that of 
necessity a large number of consumer goods have to be adapted to 
meet these conditions. This can only be done at first hand and by 
visiting and studying the market. Certain goods that sell in New York 
would not sell in New Orleans or Los Angeles, etc. For instance, I 
found that the type of shoe sold, and the size and fitting, varied a 
considerable amount between New Orleans and Seattle. 

Whilst there are a fair number of British firms who are really doing 
a wonderful job in exporting to the United States, there are a still 
greater number who appear to be entirely oblivious of the huge 
market for British goods. 


Apathy of Some Exporters 


American importers were not the only people who complained 
about the apathy of some British exporters; some Consuls I met were 
themselves let down rather badly. Three separate instances are worth 
recording where in each case a British firm wrote to the Consul 
concerned and asked him for a market report and the names of im- 
porters who might be interested in their products. The Consul 
investigated the market and sent a report which contained the name 
of an importer interested. The importer asked for samples to be sent 
to him immediately. In these three instances they have been waiting 
over 12 months for the samples to arrive. In two cases the British 
exporters have not even bothered to reply to either the American 
importer or the Consul concerned. 


No praise is too high for the work being done in these Consular 
Offices, and the officers will certainly go to a terrific amount of trouble 
to help exporters; in some cases as far as calling on the American 
importer and helping him to write the order. I was told always to 
be sure and write to the British Consul when I send samples to the 
United States, so that he can follow up personally for me. We have 
a lot to thank these officers for, and we intend to make full use in the 
future of the invaluable service they can give.

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United Kingdom Pavilion at Rand 
Easter Show 


TO FURTHER THE DEVELOPMENT of United Kingdom trade with 
South Africa on the lines set by the “Two-Way Trade’ Weeks staged 
in the Union in 1957, the Board of Trade has commissioned a firm 
of Johannesburg architects, Messrs. Fleming and Cooke, to design 
a United Kingdom pavilion for the Rand Easter Show. 

It is hoped that the pavilion, which will have an approximate area 
of 12,000 square feet, will be ready for next year’s show. 

The intention is to fill the pavilion each year with a central exhibit 
(the theme of which will vary from year to year) sponsored by the 
Government, the surrounding space being let to South African 
representatives of British firms. 


South Africa our Fifth Largest Market 


The Easter Show, sponsored by the Witwatersrand Agricultural 
Society, contains a growing number of industrial exhibits as well 
as the agricultural items which were its original basis. It is now the 
most important industrial exhibition in Africa south of the Sahara. 
Germany, Holland, Czechoslovakia and Austria are among the 
countries which have already built pavilions. 


United Kingdom exports to South Africa in 1957 were £173 million, 
12 per cent. higher than in 1956. South Africa represents our fifth 
largest market. The United Kingdom is South Africa’s largest market 
and our imports from her amounted in 1957 to £93 million. 

The central display in 1959 is likely to be devoted to Atomic Energy. 

Mr. A. Heckle, United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Johannes- 


burg, was to announce the plans for the pavilion in Johannesburg 
earlier this week. 


\\ British Household Goods in 
\ Official Display in Holland 


DUTCH HOUSEWIVES AND HUSBANDS, as well as traders from 
all over Europe, will this spring get a chance to see a display of care- 
fully selected modern British goods for the home. 

The Board of Trade, in co-operation with the Council of Industrial 
Design, is to present at the Utrecht Fair, March 18-27, a display on 
the lines of the Design Centre in London’s Haymarket. 

It will contain more than 300 items. These will include cutlery 
and flatware, domestic textiles, furnishing fabrics, glassware, house- 
hold appliances, kitchen equipment, metalware, pottery, radio and 
television sets, tiles, tools, toys and sports goods, travel goods, wall- 
papers and carpets, furniture and lighting fittings. 

There will be several room lay-outs, including a children’s room, a 
kitchen and living room, on the stand, besides separate displays of 
goods. 

Nearly 200 British firms are contributing the exhibits, all of which 
have been chosen from Design Review, the C.O.1.D. Index of well- 
designed‘ British consumer goods. Robert Whetmore, M.S.I.A., has 
designed the stand. Staff from the C.0.1.D. Design Centre in London 
will attend to help answer inquiries. 


Regulations for New Pharmaceutical 
Specialities in Portugal 


DECREE LAW No. 41448 of December 18, 1957, regulates the 
introduction into the Portuguese market of new pharmaceutical 
specialities and provides that no such items whether of local or 
foreign manufacture shall be placed on the market without the 
authorization of the Directorate General of Health. A Technical 
Commission of New Medicaments has been set up which will examine 
the therapeutical value of the products and the advantages of its 
introduction. The proposed price must also be approved by the 
Regulating Commission for Chemical and Pharmaceutical Products.

France and Finland 


A new Trade Agreement between France and Finland was signed 
in Paris on December 23, 1957. This replaces the former agreement 
which expired on March 31, 1957, and which was re-instituted for 
a period of three months to December 31, 1957. The new agreement 
is for one year, expiring on December 31, 1958. 

In so far as the agreement covers French exports to Finland a 
distinction is to be made between those goods covered by the Finnish 
liberalization list and those remaining on quota to all countries. 
The Finnish authorities will have the right to re-issue unused credits 
in such a way as to meet so far as possible the requirements of Finnish 
importers. 

The value of trade resulting from this agreement will not exceed 
50 milliard francs. 

French exports to Finland will include citrus fruits, bananas, 
wines and spirits, various mineral products, plastic material, essential 
oils, chemical products, hardwood veneers and plywood, cotton 
thread, silk sewing thread, wool, cotton and rayon piece-goods, 
finished textile articles, various glassware products, various metal 
goods, machine tools, agricultural machinery, cars, lorries, motor 
coaches, etc., motor vehicles and components and_ fittings, 
miscellaneous machinery, equipment and engineering plant, electric 
and electro-thermic equipment, radio equipment. 

Finnish exports to France will include cheese, phleum seed, 
asbestos,-wood chemical products, cinematograph films, calf skins, 
raw furskins, wood houses, mechanical pulp, textile and chemical 
paper pulp, newsprint, kraft paper, bisulphite paper, wood paper for 
printing, kraft board, insulating panels, sporting guns, various 
machinery, manometers, zinc concentrates. 

Finnish exports to Algeria and French Territories and Departments 
overseas, under this agreement, will include cheese, sawn timber, 
insulating panels, newsprint, kraft paper, board, including kraft 
board.

Tunisia and Spain

This matter has been reported by telegraph by the United Kingdom 
Senior Trade Commissioner at Canberra, who has been asked by the

New Drugs Importation Order 


A GUATEMALAN Ministry of Public Health Order of January 17, 
published in El Guatemalteco on January 21 and effective from that 
date, to control the sale and use of drugs in Guatemala contains 
certain provisions affecting imports.

Finance Regulations for Imports 


THE ARGENTINE Central Bank has issued Circular 3139 of 
January 16 summarizing recent measures on credit policy as follows : 


1. Conditions for opening Letters of Credit. 

It is now established that a guarantee deposit in pesos of not less than 
20 per cent. (as opposed to 50 per cent. previously required) of the equivalent 
of the foreign currencies at the appropriate rates will be required on the 
opening of documentary credits for imports through the official and Free 
Exchange Markets. ; 

This deposit will not be demanded in the case of letters of credit not 
requiring confirmation from banks abroad, which may be drawn through 
Bills of Exchange or acceptances up to 180 days or more, payable by local 
firms and which do not affect the Banks ordinary lines of credit with their 
foreign correspondents. 


2. Bank Financing of Guarantee Deposits pertaining to Letters of 
Credit covering Imports payable wholly or partially through the 
official market. 

In order that the operations of the firms affected may not be hindered 
by the prohibition to finance guarantee deposits through Bank credits, 
this rule may be applied gradually by Banks in respect of imports payable 
wholly or partially through the official market. 


3. Sale contracts for Forward Exchange. 


These operations will continue to be governed as per instructions estab- 
lished by Central Bank Communique to Banks dated July 1, 1957. 


4. Peso Loans related to Imports through the official and Free 
Exchange Markets. 

It is provided that Banks may make such loans but only up to 50 per cent. 
of the goods affected and guaranteeing the operations. The normal duration 
of these loans should be 120 days. Banks are advised to base these credits 
as much as possible on the value of the merchandise, and where feasible, to 
reduce proportionally the credit of debtors while these credits are 
outstanding. 


5. Liquidation of Letters of Credit and Free Market Exchange 

Positions. 

It is provided that the liquidation of letters of credit opened against 
Official Market exchange permits shall continue to be effected against the 
liquidation of the pertinent customs clearance certificates. 

The following norms should be observed for Free Market operations: 
(a) Credits opened in Non-agreement currencies. 

With the exceptions under Circular 3116 listed in the Board of Trade 
Journal of December 27, 1957, authorized Institutions will demand from 
importing firms the payment in pesos for letters of credit opened in foreign 
currencies not later than eight days after receipt of advice of payment in the 
case of sight credits or of the due date of the Bill of Exchange in the case of 
credits providing for such documents. Such payment will be considered as 
the definite liquidation. 


Circular 3141 of January 16 adds the following supplementary 
regulations to those promulgated under Circular 3116 referred to 
above: 


1. Imports relating to official market exchange permits are automatically 
exempted from prior deposits if such permits have been issued up to the 
following dates, inclusive: 

(a) November 12, 1957, in the case of automatic permits subject to the 

aforo system (Circular No. 2572 and connected circulars). 

(b) November 27, 1957, in all other cases. 

2. Automati¢ exemption is also granted ta imports coyered by Customs 
clearance authorizations issued up to November 27, 1957, unless they 
are included in the list of exemptions under Circular 3116 published in 
the Board of Trade Fournal at December 27, 1957. 

3. The Central Bank will grant exemption from prior deposits for 
imports covered by official market exchange permits issued after 
November 27, 1957, in the following cases: 

(a) Permits granted under the automatic system, subject to price control 

related to applications received by the Bank up to November 27, 1957. 

(b) Permits granted under the quota distribution system. 

4. The Central Bank will consider granting exemptions from prior 
deposit for imports covered by official market automatic exchange permits 
subject to the aforo system issued after November 27, 1957, always provided 
applications have been received by the Bank before November 28, 1957, and 
documentary evidence given that purchase had been effected prior to that 
date. 


5. The Central Bank will decide the prior deposit which shall be made in 
accordance with regulations in force as at November 27, 1957, in respect 
of imports covered by Customs clearance authorizations granted after that 


date but corresponding to applications received by the Bank prior to 
November 28, 1957. 

6. The Central Bank will consider the granting of authorizations for 
Customs clearance in accordance with prior deposit regulations in force on 
November 27, 1957, and subject to the customary 5 per cent. indemnity, 
in respect of imports authorized by the system in force for free market 
imports (Circulars Nos. 2305, etc.) always provided that documentary 
evidence can be produced that purchases were effected on or before 
November 27, 1957. 

The Central Bank will only consider applications in connection with the 
above presented up to February 14, 1958.

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Finance Regulations for Imports 


THE ARGENTINE Central Bank has issued Circular 3139 of 
January 16 summarizing recent measures on credit policy as follows : 


1. Conditions for opening Letters of Credit. 

It is now established that a guarantee deposit in pesos of not less than 
20 per cent. (as opposed to 50 per cent. previously required) of the equivalent 
of the foreign currencies at the appropriate rates will be required on the 
opening of documentary credits for imports through the official and Free 
Exchange Markets. 

This deposit will not be demanded in the case of letters of credit not 
requiring confirmation from banks abroad, which may be drawn through 
Bills of Exchange or acceptances up to 180 days or more, payable by local 
firms and which do not affect the Banks ordinary lines of credit with their 
foreign correspondents. 


2. Bank Financing of Guarantee Deposits pertaining to Letters of 
Credit covering Imports payable wholly or partially through the 
official market. 

In order that the operations of the firms affected may not be hindered 
by the prohibition to finance guarantee deposits through Bank credits, 
this rule may be applied gradually by Banks in respect of imports payable 
wholly or partially through the official market. 


3. Sale contracts for Forward Exchange. 


‘These operations will continue to be governed as per instructions estab- 
lished by Central Bank Communique to Banks dated July 1, 1957. 


4. Peso Loans related to Imports through the official and Free 
Exchange Markets. 

It is provided that Banks may make such loans but only up to 50 per cent. 
of the goods affected and guaranteeing the operations. The normal duration 
of these loans should be 120 days. Banks are advised to base these credits 
as much as possible on the value of the merchandise, and where feasible, to 
reduce proportionally the credit of debtors while these credits are 
outstanding. 


5. Liquidation of Letters of Credit and Free Market Exchange 

Positions. 

It is provided that the liquidation of letters of credit opened against 
Official Market exchange permits shall continue to be effected against the 
liquidation of the pertinent customs clearance certificates. 

The following norms should be observed for Free Market operations: 
(a) Credits opened in Non-agreement currencies. 

With the exceptions under Circular 3116 listed in the Board of Trade 
Yournal of December 27, 1957, authorized Institutions will demand from 
importing firms the payment in pesos for letters of credit opened in foreign 
currencies not later than eight days after receipt of advice of payment in the 
case of sight credits or of the due date of the Bill of Exchange in the case of 
credits providing for such documents. Such payment will be considered as 
the definite liquidation. 


Circular 3141 of January 16 adds the following supplementary 
regulations to those promulgated under Circular 3116 referred to 
above:

5. The Central Bank will decide the prior deposit which shall be made in 
accordance with regulations in force as at November 27, 1957, in respect 
of imports covered by Customs clearance authorizations granted after that 


date but corresponding to applications received by the Bank prior to 
November 28, 1957. 

6. The Central Bank will consider the granting of authorizations for 
Customs clearance in accordance with prior deposit regulations in force on 
November 27, 1957, and subject to the customary 5 per cent. indemnity, 
in respect of imports authorized by the system in force for free market 
imports (Circulars Nos. 2305, etc.) always provided that documentary 
evidence can be produced that purchases were effected on or before 
November 27, 1957.

Schedules 


NOTICES WERE published in the Board of Trade Journal on October 
9, 1954 (page 752) and August 25, 1956 (page 473) about the redrafting 
of the United States Tariff Schedules by the United States Tariff 
Commission. 

It is contemplated that the new Tariff will take the form of eight 
Schedules and an Appendix for temporary tariff measures. The 
titles of the Schedules will be as follows: 

Schedule 1. Animal and Vegetable Products. 

Schedule 2. Wood and Cork and Products thereof; Paper and Paper 

Products. 

Textile Fibres and Textile Products. 
Chemicals and Related Products. 

Non-metallic Minerals and Products Thereof. 
Metallic Minerals; Metals and Metal Products. 

Schedule 7. Miscellaneous Products. 

Schedule 8. Special Classification Provisions. 

Public hearings are to be held on each Schedule as it is released, 
and thereafter a final draft and report will be submitted to the Congress 
and the President. The ultimate adoption of the proposed new 
Schedules is dependent upon the enactment of further legislation 
by the Congress. 


Schedule 1 has now been released by the Tariff Commission, and 
covers the following main sub-sections: Live Animals; Meats; Fish 
and Shellfish; Dairy Products, Birds’ Eggs; Hides, Skins and Leather, 
Furskins; Live Plants, Seeds; Cereal Grains, Milling Products and 
Malts and Starches; Vegetables; Edible Nuts and Fruits; Sugar, 
Cocoa, Confectionery; Coffee, Tea, Mate and Spices; Beverages; 
Tobacco and Tobacco Products; Animal and Vegetable Oils, Fats 
and Greases; Other Animal and Vegetable Products. 


The United States Tariff Commission have given notice that a 
public hearing will be held on Schedule 1 on March 4 at 10 a.m. in 
the Hearing Room of the Tariff Commission Building, 8th and E. 
Streets, N.W., Washington, D.C. The hearing is said to be principally 
for the purpose of receiving information and views regarding the 
probable effect upon United States industries concerned of any 
incidental changes in rates of duty which are involved in the draft 
Schedules. Information and views may be submitted either in writing 
or by oral testimony at the public hearings, or both, but the Tariff 
Commission urge interested parties to present information and views 
in writing in lieu of personal appearances at the hearing.

Valuation for Duty Purposes 


AN ARTICLE in the Board of Trade Journal of September 6, 1957 
(page 528), contained a list prepared by the United States Treasury 
of commodities that would be liable to be valued for duty purposes 
on the basis of ‘foreign value’ (i.e. value in the exporter’s home 
market) when the Customs Simplification Act of 1956 came into 
force. As a result of representations made by American industry, 
more than 200 additional items, mainly chemicals and coal tar products, 
have been added to the list, which was published in its final form in 
the Federal Register for January 28. 


In accordance with the terms of the Customs Simplification Act 
of 1956, on or after February 27 every article which is not specified 
in the list will be appraised under the new valuation provisions of 
Section 402 of the Tariff Act, which were published in detail in the 
Board of Trade Journal on September 1, 1956 (page 505). Briefly, 
the new method of valuation eliminates the use of ‘foreign value’ as a 
basis for assessing dutiable value so that the normal basis for goods 
not on the list will be ‘export value’ (i.e. the f.0.b. price at which goods 
are sold to the United States). The alternative bases will be ‘United 
States value’ (on f.o.b. value calculated from the United States 
wholesale prices for imported goods) and ‘constructed value’ which 
replaces the original ‘cost of production’ basis. Definitions of such 
terms as ‘freely sold, or in the absence of sales, offered for sale,’ 
‘ordinary course of trade,’ ‘purchasers at wholesale,’ ‘such or similar 
merchandise’ and ‘transactions between related persons’ have been 
amended to take into account normal commercial practices in inter- 
national trade.
